Welcome to Heritage's July 2011 Summer FUN Auction! Twice a year, Heritage teams up with the FUN 
Convention to travel to Florida and put on a great auction. This year's summer installment includes over 
2300 lots from close to 200 consignors, and we expect the bidding to be hotter than the midday 
Florida sun. 

We have four Featured Collections in this auction: 

The Little Rock Collection, Part Two 

The initial offering from The Little Rock Collection came in October 2009, when a small but impressive 
grouping of seven gold rarities commanded a six-figure sum. Part Two has far greater breadth (at 
132 lots) but still offers impressive rarity and quality, most notably with the 1929 half eagle graded 
MS64 PCGS. The consignor, an alumnus of the Colorado School of Mines, has been a longtime buyer 
of precious metals, and while he did not begin to collect coins until late in his career, The Little Rock 
Collection, Part Two is ample testimony to how well he made up for lost time. 

The Jeepy-Louise Collection 

The Jeepy-Louise Collection was assembled by a dedicated collector over the course of 45 years. The 
collection is named after the family dog, but there are no "dogs" among its coins! Highlights include 
a pair of the rarest business strike Liberty double eagles: an 1885 (mintage 751 pieces) graded AU55 
PCGS and an 1891 (mintage 1,442 pieces) rated as AU58 PCGS. 

The Emil Ross Collection 

The Emil Ross Collection is wide-ranging, packing numerous series into just over seven dozen 
lots. Broadly speaking, the two major categories his Signature® lots fall into are proof coinage and 
commemoratives. In the latter category, the pair of Panama-Pacific fifty dollar commemoratives tower 
above all else; the Round example is rated as AU58 NGC, while the Octagonal example is certified as 
MS62 NGC. 

The MJT Collection 

A West Texas woman assembled The MJT Collection over a number of years and thousands of miles of 
travels. As suits a traveler's collection, The MJT Collection is eclectic and covers a wide range of values 
and series. The unquestioned highlight of the collection is a complete five-piece cased set of Panama- 
Pacific commemoratives, which includes the case of issue as well as the round and octagonal fifty dollar 
pieces, some of the largest coins issued by the U.S. Mint prior to the 21 st century. 


In addition to these Featured Collections, we also have smaller but still intriguing collections such as 
The Sam Link Half Dollar Collection, The Douglas Bust Dime Collection, The Indian Summer Small Cents 
Collection, The Settlers Twenty Cent Collection, and The 20th Century Collection.

The leaves of the laurel crown appear behind the mane, 
while on the reverse, the first part of CONNECTICUT overlaps 
the last part of PLURIBUS.(#515) 


3012 1785 Nova Constellatio Copper, Pointed Rays, Large Date 
AU58 NGC. Crosby 3-B, W-1895, R.2. This medium brown 
representative shimmers with satin luster and has an even strike. 
Only a faded mark near ET merits mention. Mint-made die 
crumbling is extensive, especially on the wreath above the date.

The portrait is based upon 
the 1791 large and small eagle cents, while the reverse is clearly 
patterned after the 1795 Liberty and Security token.

3025 1804 Plain 4, Stems XF40 PCGS. B-12, C-ll, High R.3. 

Generally mahogany-brown in color, although glimpses of lighter 
tan hues outline the devices and legends. A retained mint-made 
lamination (as made) affects the left loop of the wreath ribbon, but 
there are no relevant abrasions. A desirable example of one of the 
scarcest 1804 half cent varieties.

3026 1804 Spiked Chin AU50 PCGS. C-8, B-7, R.l. A more 
accessible 1804 half cent variant with prominent Spiked Chin. 
Violet-brown surfaces are lightly rubbed but still glossy, albeit with 
minor abrasions.

3027 1804 Spiked Chin AU50 PCGS. C-8, B-7, R.l. Along with the 
constant Spiked Chin on the obverse, a delicate crack is observed 
through the tops of LIBER. Mottled tan and steel surfaces are 
pleasing with few imperfections on either side. This pleasing piece 
is housed in a green-label PCGS holder. MRB XF40.(#1075)

3028 1804 Spiked Chin MS62 Brown NGC. C-6, B-6, R.2. Manley 
Die State 9.0. A minimally abraded chocolate-brown example 
of this popular die marriage. Cohen-6 is famous for its extensive 
series of cuds along the reverse border, which on the present 
piece stop above the I in UNITED and the right half of the M in 
AMERICA. Luster shimmers throughout Liberty’s hair and much of 
the reverse design. MRB AU55.

3029 1806 Large 6, Stems MS64 Red and Brown NGC. CAC. C-4, 
B-4, R.l. This beauty shows the usual weakness on the drapery and 
at the upper part of the reverse but the strike is still sharper than 
usual for the variety. Both sides have brilliant and frosty orange 
mint luster with delicate light brown toning, and a few small dark 
spots. Overall, this near-Gem is virtually full red. MRB MS63.

3030 1808/7 VF35 NGC. C-2, B-2, R.3. Manley Die State 1.0. A 
medium brown example of this Draped Bust overdate. Evenly struck 
aside from softness on the F in OF, and smooth save for faded thin 
marks near the A in HALF and the right wreath ribbon. Neither 
major service has certified any as Mint State. MRB Fine 15.

Details. Fine. C-3, B-3, R.l. This piece is distinctly off-center 
toward 8 o’clock, but the high top loop of the second 8 in the date 
is visible and diagnostic. Violet-brown surfaces show hints of peach 
and blue, as well as moderate corrosion on much of each side. MRB 
Good 6. 

3032 1828 12 Stars MS61 Brown NGC. C-2, B-3, R.2. The missing 
star on this obverse may not have been noticed at the time, but 
numismatists caught on quickly once they started collecting the 
series in earnest. This is a lovely, glossy example with gold and 
violet overtones against medium-brown surfaces. MRB AU50.

3033 1849 Large Date MS64 Brown PCGS. CAC. C-l, B-4, 
R.2. Deep chocolate-brown with powder-blue, olive, and lilac 
undertones. Intricately struck and satiny with a surprising absence 
of abrasions. Only one die variety is known for the 1849 business 
strikes, although Small Date examples were struck from proof dies. 
MRB MS60.(#1218) 

3034 1854 MS65 Brown NGC. C-l, B-l, R.l. A chocolate-brown 
Gem that exhibits satin luster and a full strike. Marks are nearly 
absent, and carbon is faint and limited to the right reverse legend. 
MRB MS60.

3035 1857 MS64 Red and Brown NGC. CAC. C-l, B-l, R.l. Peach- 
red iridescence dominates all but the cheek and open fields. A 
lustrous and lightly abraded near-Gem of this low-mintage final- 
year date.

This Periods Chain cent has old corrosion that has been 
lightly smoothed to diminish its appearance. Both sides have all 
major design elements outlined with some internal detail. A small 
planchet lamination is located at the top of the obverse. MRB 
Good 4. (#91341) 



3043 1794 Starred Reverse, S-48, B-38, R.5 Genuine PCGS. The 

PCGS number ending in .98 suggests Damage as the reason, or 
perhaps one of the reasons, that PCGS deemed this coin not 
gradable. In our opinion, this coin has the details of an AG or finer 
specimen that has environmental damage. We previously offered 
this example in our 2011 FUN Signature, where we said: 


3037 1793 Wreath Cent, Vine and Bars — Improperly Cleaned — 
NGC Details. AG. S'10, B-10, R.4. Though extensively worn, 
this piece shows the trefoil above the date plainly, aiding in the 
attribution. Moderately abraded with blue-brown surfaces oddly 
luminous from a past cleaning, but still a most desirable first-year 
large cent. MRB AG3. 

3038 1793 Wreath Cent, Vine and Bars — Damaged, Corrosion — 
NGC Details. VF. S-10, B-10, R.4. The deep steel-gray and 
golden-brown are granular, typically abraded, and slightly glossy. 
The rims display moderate dings. All legends are sharp, and the 
profile is well defined. MRB Good 5. 

3039 1793 Wreath Cent, Lettered Edge — Damaged, Corrosion — 
NGC Details. Fine. S-llb, B-16b, R.4. The edge is visible within 
the current generation holder, and the two leaves after DOLLAR 
are evident. These distinguish S-llb from the more available 
S-llc. The walnut-brown surfaces are rough and display lime-green 
undertones. A small circular impression affects the B in LIBERTY. 
MRB Good 5. 

3040 1794 Head of 1793 — Corrosion — NGC Details. Fine. S-19b, 
B-3b, R.4. This steel-gray second-year cent is evenly granular and 
displays scattered tiny marks. OF AMERICA and the fraction are 
faint, but the remaining legends are clear. MRB Good 5. 

3041 1794 Head of 1794 — Edge Damage — NGC Details. XF. S-42, 
B-29, R.4. Though the edges show a number of abrasions and 
areas of crimping, the interiors on this cinnamon-brown example 
are relatively smooth. An intriguing selection that will reward the 
numismatist who makes a well-reasoned decision to place a bid.

1794 S-64, B'50 Cent, VF Details 
Missing Fraction Bar 



3042 1794 No Fraction Bar — Environmental Damage — NGC 
Details. VF. S-64, B-50, Low R.5. The absence of a fraction bar 
between the 1 and 100 on the reverse is diagnostic of this rare 
variety. The obverse is the same die as the plentiful S-65, known 
as the Shielded Hair variety for the heavy left obverse border. This 
piece is mostly dark steel-brown with slightly lighter brown devices. 
Minor corrosion and a few trivial rim bumps are evident. MRB

“The cover coin for the September 13, 2010, issue 
of Coin World, this Starred Reverse cent will appeal 
to a wide range of collectors. Discovered in the late 
1870s, the Starred Reverse is the single most famous 
1794 cent variety, easily ranking among the top 10 rar¬ 
ities in the entire large cent series. There are less than 
60 examples known in all grades, ranging from the fin¬ 
est known that grades AU50 PCGS, down to pieces that 
are barely identifiable, having only a few visible stars. 

“The reverse die had 94 small stars interspersed with the 
denticles. Some of the stars are fully visible, while others 
are partly covered by the dentils, suggesting that the stars 
were probably punched into the die first. To this day, the 
purpose of the stars remains a mystery. In Penny Whimsy, Dr. 
Sheldon writes: ‘The stars are not quite equally spaced, and 
the denticles partially cover some of them. They are put in 
with a light punch, and since they are far too light to have 
been intended as a border, it is perhaps more likely that 
they are the result of the whim of an idle hour at the Mint.’ 

“Pennsylvania collector Terry Zerr acquired this coin from a 
friend of his, according to Coin World staff writer Paul Gil- 
kes. The Zerr specimen will generate considerable debate 
among collectors when the subject of grade is discussed. 
More important than its actual grade is the fact that the 
reverse border is fully visible, clockwise, from 5 o’clock 
to nearly 12 o’clock, including 54 of the 94 stars. Most 
known Starred Reverse cents have obverse details sharper 
than the reverse, and the Zerr specimen is no exception. 
The obverse shows details of a Fine coin, with AG reverse 
details. The reddish-brown color indicates that the coin has 
obviously been cleaned, and the surfaces show minor poros¬ 
ity, in addition to irregular curved flaws on each side. It is 
difficult or perhaps impossible to know the source of those 
flaws, but they likely happened after the coin was struck. 
Our opinion is that this piece should be considered a Good 
4, although some will likely assign a net grade of AG3. 
Regardless, it is a genuine Starred Reverse cent.”

A scarcely 
worn example with deep blue-brown surfaces that show prominent 
rose-orange overtones on the reverse.

3180 1955 Doubled Die Obverse MS64 Brown NGC. FS-101. The 
1955 Doubled Die cent was struck under hurried conditions, the 
coins were mixed in with perfectly struck ones. The needs of 
commerce were too great to condemn the entire mintage from the 
night shift when these pieces were produced, and as a result, they 
slipped into circulation. Many were handled, and as a result most 
show brown surfaces and/or spots. This piece has mellowed, but 
rather than turning brown it displays rich blue patina with cherry- 
red still present over both sides as well.

David Bowers reports approximately 24,000 specimens of this 
variety were released by the Mint during a single day in 1955. The 
Mint officials noticed the error, but production schedules prevented 
the destruction of the coins, which were mixed with normal cents 
by the time the error was noticed. Experts estimate perhaps 3,000- 
4,000 examples survive today. The issue is difficult to locate in Mint 
State with Red surfaces. The present coin is an attractive specimen 
with only slight mellowing, with the dramatic doubling easily 
visible. Faint traces of a fingerprint on the reverse limit the grade.

Interesting 1909 Matte Proof Lincoln 
PR66 Red and Brown 


3186 1909 PR66 Red and Brown PCGS. The consignor notes that 
this 1909 matte proof Lincoln features an “Albrecht-3 obverse 
paired with a previously known reverse, confirmed by Kevin Flynn 
and Brian Wagner,” two well-known specialists in the field of 
matte proof Lincolns. At the time Flynn wrote Lincoln Cent M atte 
Proofs, he noted that the Albrecht-2 and Albrecht-3 obverses were 

“unconfirmed.” However, more recently Flynn lists some of the die 
diagnostics of the Albrecht-3 pairing in an April 23 post on the PCGS 
Collectors Forum. We quote the following from that Flynn post: 

“Obverse 

1909 Obverse #2: Paired with 1909 Reverse #2 
Cross Reference: Albrecht Obverse 3 

—Diagonal die scratch from the field above the G to the left side of 
the O of GOD. 

—Small vertical die scratch from the top of O of GOD down into 
the O. 

—Die scratch from left side of the horizontal bar of the T of 
LIBERTY through the R. 

—Long die scratch from the bust up through the 19 of the date into 
the field in front of the chin. 

—Die scratch from the top of the 1 up through the field in front of 
the chin. 

—Small die scratch from the bottom of the nose. 

—Approximately 20 vertical die scratches to the far right of the 
nose. Located on the horizontal plane between the tip of the nose 
and eyebrow and on the vertical plane below the ST of TRUST.” 

For the reverse, we are unable to confirm a match with the 
Reverse 2 listed in that Flynn post, although we do note a couple 
of die lines, one of which matches with Flynn: “Die scratch from 
M of UNUM left into the field above E of ONE.” This reverse 
could very well be from a different die state or different die. We also 
note a short die line joining the U and S in PLURIBUS. A coin 
suited for specialist study and further work. Both sides of this coin 
feature gorgeous purple and blue tones. A single diagonal tick in 
the obverse field near the chin will provide pedigree identification.

Both obverse and reverse 
are deeply toned in multiple shades of blue and golden-rose and 
the underlying mirrors still flash strongly through the significant

Only one die marriage was used to coin both the proof and 
business-strike quarter mintages in 1838. The present near- 
Gem displays just a hint of light golden-tan peripheral color, 
slightly more noticeable on the obverse. A well-executed strike 
leaves sharp definition on the design elements, save for minor 
softness in the hair curl over Liberty’s eye and the centrils of 
the stars in the upper left quadrant. A few tiny planchet flakes 
in the fields visible only under magnification are unworthy of 
individual mention, nor are a couple of trivial handling marks 
that just barely preclude Gem classification. With only three 
examples known, it may be some time before one has another

The surfaces on this piece are remarkably free of even the 
smallest signs of post-strike contact, although a few other lint 
marks appear to be remnants of the original proof production.

Lange has published a book on 
those coin boards and their effect on the hobby. 

In spite of its popularity, relatively few high-grade 1916-D 
dimes were set aside. Probably 500 or so pieces survive today in all 
grades of Uncirculated, but the vast majority of them are heavily 
weighted at the lower end of the Mint State scale. This piece is 
brilliant overall, with hints of rose-gold more prominent on the 
obverse.

Compared to over 3,000 entries for non-Prooflike coins, only 27 
Prooflike pieces appear in NGC’s Census Report, and the present 
coin, graded higher than any of the rest, will make 28 (6/11). 
Both sides of this well-defined Choice coin are generally low- 
contrast, though a degree of frost graces the high points of the 
reverse. Strongly mirrored with hints of gold close to the margins.

This is a delightful Premium Gem with vibrant 
luster and peripheral glimpses of peach-gold toning, which are 
more prominent on the reverse. The sole MS66 example certified 
as VAM-2 from either major service, with none finer (6/11).

Apparently, the 
mintmark was initially entered leaning right, then largely effaced, 
and punched again, this time correctly. The VAM is undesignated 
on the NGC insert. 

But the present high-grade Premium Gem is more noteworthy 
for its status as the sole 1886-S Morgan to receive the grade of 
MS66 Prooflike from NGC. None are certified in higher grades by 
either major service as Prooflike or Deep Mirror Prooflike.

For the variety, 
PCGS has certified just eight coins finer (5/11).(#7174) 

4058 1887/6 MS65 NGC. VAM-2. A Top 100 Variety. Overdates of 
this variety are known for both the Philadelphia and New Orleans 
mints, prompting at least one numismatic scholar to suggest that 
similar overdates could be known for 1887 San Francisco Mint 
dollars as well. We should all keep our eyes open. The Philadelphia 
version is quite prominent in its overdate feature, with most of the 
bottom curve of the former 6 visible at the base of the 7. These 
features can, in fact, be seen without magnification, so long as the 
viewer has reasonably decent eyesight. This example is a frosty 
Gem with fully brilliant silver luster and excellent eye appeal. The 
obverse and reverse fields are more satiny in nature, providing a 
slight prooflike appearance and good cameo contrast.

4068 1887 MS67+ NGC. A virtually untoned Superb Gem whose 
unmarked surfaces teem with cartwheel luster. The strike is good, 
and the eye appeal is imposing. Census: 4 in 67+, 3 finer (5/11).

4069 1887 MS67 NGC. CAC. A stone-white and crisply struck Superb 
Gem that boasts vibrant luster and uncommonly clean surfaces. 
Only a few pieces have been certified finer by either major service.

4070 1887 MS65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Radiant mirrors 
contrast well with frosty surfaces on this Gem example of an 
available issue. This piece is well but not fully struck, and seemingly 
only a few minor obverse field scuffs away from an even finer grade.

4071 1887-0 MS64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. CAC. The portrait, 
eagle, and wreath are luminous, and exhibit pleasing contrast 
with the flashy fields.

4074 1888 MS67 PCGS. The 1888 Morgan dollar enjoyed a huge 
mintage of more than 19 million pieces, and the date was well 
represented in the Treasury releases of the 1960s, making it an 
available issue in most grades today. Superb Gems are rare, however, 
as many specimens are hampered by weak strikes and dull luster. 

The present coin is an exceptional Superb Gem that displays 
intense luster and well detailed design features. Mostly brilliant, 
except for a spectacular crescent of cobalt-blue, golden-brown, and 
lavender toning at the upper left obverse and corresponding area 
of the reverse. Close inspection reveals pleasingly smooth surfaces.

4075 1888-0 MS66 PCGS. This radiantly lustrous MS66 piece displays 
hints of light gold-tan color, and just a few small, scattered marks 
are noted under scrutiny.

4076 1888-0 MS65 Prooflike PCGS. CAC. A brilliant New Orleans 
Gem with flashy fields and an exquisitely preserved obverse. 
The breast feathers and hair above the ear show moderate 
incompleteness. A thin mark near the UN in UNITED is all that 
denies an even higher grade.(#7185) 

4077 1888-0 Doubled Die Obverse AU50 PCGS. VAM-4. A Top 

100 Variety. Dramatic obverse die doubling is localized to Liberty’s 
profile. The famous “Hot Lips” VAM, which is virtually unknown 
in Mint State. This partly lustrous example has golden-brown, 
ruby-red, and navy-blue patina near the rims.(#7308) 

4078 1888-0 Doubled Die Obverse AU50 PCGS. VAM-4. A Top 100 
Variety. Luster illuminates the peripheries of this caramel-gold and 
pearl-gray “Hot Lips” Morgan. Only the infrequent minor mark 
is noted. The present piece appears to have obverse rim breaks 
between 12 and 2 o’clock and 5 to 7 o’clock, a mint-made curiosity 
for the specialist to ponder. (#7308) 

4079 1888-S MS64+ PCGS. CAC. The 1888-S Morgan dollar boasts 
a low mintage of 657,000 pieces. This high-end Choice specimen 
exhibits sharply detailed devices, with vibrant, flashy mint luster 
and strong eye appeal. (#7186) 

4080 1889 MS66 PCGS. Strongly cartwheeled surfaces also show a hint 
of satin, not only on the devices but in the largely color-free fields. 
A well struck and impressive Premium Gem with few superiors; 
PCGS has graded only four numerically finer examples (5/11).

4081 1889-CC Genuine PCGS. The PCGS number ending in .98 
suggests Damage as the reason, or perhaps one of the reasons, 
that PCGS deemed this coin not gradable. In our opinion, the 
piece has the details of an AU specimen that has been scratched, 
tooled, and repaired. Numerous scratches in the obverse fields 
have been smoothed out, albeit poorly, with more subtle work on 
the reverse. Abraded devices show little wear. Gold-gray border 
toning shows a few dots of deep violet centered on certain reverse 
letters. 

4082 1889-CC Fine 15 NGC. Gold-orange and peach overtones 
add color to the otherwise medium-gray surfaces. Though well- 
worn with a pair of cuts around the neck juncture, this is an 
attractive example for the Fine category and a solid representative 
for the collector seeking an 1889-CC dollar in the range.

4083 1889-CC — Polished — NGC Details. XF. This bright key- 
date Carson City dollar is polished and has a moderately granular 
reverse, but all major design details are present.

Bright 
and uniform silver luster takes on a hint of peach retoning near 
the rims. Liberty’s lightly worn portrait shows a number of small

4085 1889-CC XF40 PCGS. The lovely patina and collectible grade 
should make this key-date Carson City dollar the subject of 
considerable bidding. Rings of jade and amber-gold surround Liberty 
and the eagle on the reverse, and few abrasions mar the pleasing

4089 1889-CC MS61 Prooflike NGC. It is one of those fortunate 
circumstances in numismatics that, while the 1889-CC Morgan 
dollar is a notable rarity overall, of the few Mint State pieces 
surviving, a good number of them are found with prooflike or deep 
prooflike surfaces. Of the 461 Mint State 1889-CCs certified at 
NGC, currently 176 coins (38%) are certified as Prooflike or Deep 
Prooflike. This includes the present flashy silver-white Prooflike 
example, with lots of mirrored field reflectivity against moderately 
frosted devices. Some reeding marks and other contact on Liberty’s 
cheek and in the obverse fields seem to account for the grade, but 
the eye appeal is excellent on this sparkling example.

This Choice XF dollar presents 
mostly brilliant surfaces with a faint accent of golden around the 
obverse margin. Traces of mint luster can still be seen around the 
devices. Each side is remarkably clean for 15 points of circulation.

Not a major rarity, though certainly scarce any 
finer; only 62 finer examples have been certified by PCGS (5/11).

4095 1890 MS66 NGC. In his Guide Book of Morgan Silver Dollars, Q. 
David Bowers is critical of the 1890 dollar: 

“Striking ... is not often seen sharp. The typical 1890 is aver¬ 
age or below average, with flatness over the ear. As a rule of 
thumb, the luster on the 1890 is rather dull, often grainy, as 
dies seem to have been used for a long time.” 

In the case of this Premium Gem, however, worn dies imparted 
frosty luster. The central definition, while not crisp, is more than 
acceptable, and ample gold-orange and silver luster characterizes 
the centers. Small crescents of blue toning are present along parts 
of the borders.

4096 1890 MS64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Amazingly reflective 
with a hint of golden color on otherwise pale silver-gray surfaces.

This is a lightly abraded but strongly lustrous 
example with medium-gray interiors and arcs of peach along the 
margins. (#87198) 

4098 1890-CC MS64 NGC. VAM-5. The second C in the mintmark 
is nicely repunched, and an interesting die crack traverses Liberty’s 
profile. Well struck and exceptionally unabraded although a small 
strike-through is noted beneath the E in WE.(#7198) 

4099 1890-CC MS64 PCGS. Rich green-gold, rose, and blue toning 
over most of the obverse has minor peripheral echoes on the 
reverse. Flashy with a set of reed marks under the eagle’s right 
(facing) wing.(#7198) 
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4100 1890-CC MS63 Prooflike PCGS. Flashy with moderate 
reflectivity and rich frost over the devices. It is the contrast that 
confirms the Prooflike designation of this lightly abraded Select 
Carson City Morgan. (#7199) 

4101 1890-CC MS63 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. VAM-3. The 90 
in the date is clearly repunched. Lightly frosted devices provide 
substantial contrast with the glassy fields. Untoned and well 
struck with relatively clean surfaces. A scarcer Carson City issue. 
(#97199) 

4102 1890-CC MS63 Deep Mirror Proof like PCGS. CAC. Although 
the surfaces have the usual grade-limiting marks, this impressive 
piece has excellent eye appeal with brilliant and untoned silver 
surfaces. The fields are fully mirrored with lustrous devices, 
the combination creating a wonderful cameo appearance.

4103 1890-CC MS64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. CAC. The 

1890-CC has the distinction of having the largest mintage of any 
Carson City dollar with 2.3 million coins produced.

However, that 
number diminishes rapidly in MS64 and better grades, and with 
the addition of the Deep Mirror Prooflike designation. This all- 
white, deeply reflective dollar is definitely upper-end for the grade.

4104 1890-0 MS64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. CAC. Housed in a 
green-label PCGS holder, this impressive piece has deeply mirrored 
fields that surround satiny devices, creating light cameo contrast. 
A few delicate marks are visible on each side, preventing a higher 
grade. PCGS has only certified 17 finer Deep Mirror Prooflike

This impressive Premium Gem displays 
razor-sharp definition on all design elements, and the brilliant 
fields show only a few hints of darker toning.

Boldly struck with 
distinct roller marks across Liberty’s ear and jaw and typical surface 
blemishes for the grade.(#7206) 

4108 1891-CC MS64 PCGS. This near-Gem displays a slight golden 
cast on its lustrous surfaces, cartwheeled in the fields with frostiness 
on the devices. A well-struck piece with just a few minor grade¬ 
defining marks. (#7206) 

4109 1891-CC MS64 PCGS. Considerable prooflike effect abounds on 
silver-white surfaces, although some light field patches of smoky 
toning may have prevented the designation. A sharply struck 
example. (#7206) 

4110 1891-CC MS64 PCGS. Cartwheel luster abounds on both sides of 
this near-Gem, which boasts smooth, relatively unabraded surfaces 
for the grade and excellent eye appeal. Well-struck and delightful.

Just over a million examples were struck for this 
Philadelphia issue, which is elusive at the Gem level and a rarity

4113 1892 MS65 PCGS Secure. CAC. Philadelphia Morgan dollar 
dates have high mintages between 1878 and 1891, but the 1892 
production barely exceeded 1 million pieces. Although Select 
examples are relatively available, Gems are unquestionably scarce. 
The present lustrous representative has only a trace of sun-gold 
toning, and both sides are refreshingly free from bagmarks. (#7212) 


4114 1892-CC AU58 NGC. The 1892-CC Morgan dollar is always in 
demand because of the popular CC mintmark. This attractive near- 
Mint specimen shows just a trace of high-point rub on the sharply 
detailed devices, and the lustrous surfaces display wisps of gold and 
ice-blue toning.(#7214) 

4115 1892-CC MS63 NGC. Frosted on the portrait with silver interiors 
and gold-orange and violet patina of varying intensity at the 
rims. Wispy abrasions on Liberty’s cheek and in the nearby fields 
contribute to the grade.(#7214) 

4116 1892-CC MS64 NGC. CAC. Scattered dots of medium-gray 
toning appear in parts of the fields, but otherwise this late Carson 
City near-Gem is close to silver-white.

artistic career of Robert Ingersoll Aitken is intimately connected 
with San Francisco, and the Panama-Pacific International 
Exposition of 1915 in particular. Aitken, a San Francisco 
native, was born in the year that city’s mint began churning 
out millions of Morgan silver dollars under the newly enacted 
Bland-Allison Act. Over the course of a long career, Aitken 
became best-known as a classical portraitist and figural sculptor. 
Beginning as a painter, he had his own studio by the time he 
was 18 years old. In 1897 at age 19 he studied for a short time in 
Paris, where he turned to sculpture. He spent much of his career 
teaching in New York at the National Academy of Design. 

Among numismatists, Aitken is best known for his work 
on the spectacular round and octagonal fifty dollar gold 
pieces commemorating the 1915 Pan-Pac Exposition. Among 
medallists, however, Aitken is equally well known for another 
work: the official award medals of the exposition, also known 
as so-called dollars and numbered 399 to 401 in the Hibler- 
Kappen reference. He also created many other sculptural works 
for the exposition, including the Fountain of the Earth; four 
heroic sculptures depicting Earth, Air, Fire, and Water; a bust of 
President William Howard Taft; and a statue of Michelangelo. 

Numismatists of today greatly prize the colossal gold 
commemorative fifty dollar coins depicting the goddess 
Minerva on the obverse and an owl on the reverse; their 
rarity in both absolute and conditional terms further increases 
their appeal. Interestingly enough, however, numismatist- 
entrepreneur Farran Zerbe, the driving force behind the five- 
coin Pan-Pac commemorative program, was disappointed in 
Aitken’s design for the fifties. Zerbe wrote in The Numismatist in 
1918: 

“With everything so favorable there were great expecta¬ 
tions, hence the greater the disappointment. Robert 
Aitken, deservedly noted sculptor that he is, had and 
lost the opportunity. Had Mr. Aitken essayed to place 
the class of art and relief on the $50 gold pieces that 
he gave the souvenir medal ... it would have been more 
fitting.” 

Aitken’s work on the fifties, as mentioned, is viewed much 
more favorably today. Due to their large size and the softness of 
their gold composition, some examples show contact marks that 
keep them from the Gem level, where they are highly elusive. 
But many extremely appealing examples exist in the lower 
Mint State grades, as well as a few AU specimens. This is an 
exceptionally attractive piece that has only one mark of note, 
located on the cheek of Minerva. The surfaces are even orange- 
gold with soft, satiny mint luster.

much celebrity can be a bad thing. Witness the case of one Audrey 
Munson, who saw her career peak as a sculptor’s model and actress. 
For a decade in New York, she was variously known as “Miss 
Manhattan” and the “American Venus,” becoming the model of 
choice for a host of painters and sculptors. By 1915 her star shone 
so bright that she was named by Alexander Stirling Calder to be the 
chosen model for the Panama-Pacific Exposition in San Francisco. 
Posing for 80% of the sculptures and murals in the exposition, she 
then became known as “Miss Panama” and “The Exposition Girl.” 
Her fame led to a brief film career in silent movies. In the 1916 
Thanhouser Company film Inspiration, she became the first legitimate 
theater actress to disrobe fully on-screen. Censors were reluctant to 
ban the film, fearing they might also have to ban Renaissance art. 

By 1919 Munson had moved back to New York with her mother. 
Unfortunately, an infatuated would-be suitor, Dr. Walter Wilkins, 
murdered his wife so that he could marry Munson. Munson and 
her mother fled to Toronto, where authorities caught up with 
the pair and questioned Munson. Her statement that she and 
her mother had moved to Canada and were present there when 
the murder occurred mollified the authorities, but the negative 
publicity effectively ended Munson’s film career. Wilkins was tried 
and found guilty of murder, but hanged himself in prison before 
his death sentence in the electric chair could be carried out. In 
1922 Munson, unable to find a job, attempted suicide, beginning 
a long slide into mental illness and paranoia. In 1931 a judge had 
Munson committed to a psychiatric facility for treatment, where she 
remained for the next 65 years until her death—at age 105. 

Munson’s remarkable life story intersected with some of the 
most famous coin designers, sculptors, and architect of the era 
in New York and San Francisco. She posed for literally dozens 
of public monuments in New York over a decade, and reputedly 
posed for 40 pieces in New York’s Metropolitan Museum. She 
probably posed for the Day and Night sculptures of Adolph A. 
Weinman—future designer of the Mercury dime and Walking 
Liberty half. Although the original Day and Night sculptures have 
been destroyed, they can now be seen in drawings in the subway 
of New York’s Pennsylvania Station. One of Weinman’s Panama- 
Pacific Exposition sculptures that Munson posed for was the figure 
Descending Night from Fountain of the Setting Sun. Roger Burdette 
has pointed out that the model for the dime and half dollar—who 
wished to remain anonymous—remains unidentified, although 
conjecture has centered around both Elsie Stevens and Munson. 

Robert Ingersoll Aitken was a noted architect and sculptor, as 
well as the designer of the Panama-Pacific round and octagonal 
fifty dollar coins. Munson posed for several of Aitken’s works at the 
Panama-Pacific International Exposition, including the Earth figure 
in the Court of the Universe and the two female figures on the 
reverse of the official exposition medals of 1915 (HK-399 to -401), 
pieces that were struck in silver, brass, and gilt. 

It is even conceivable, given Aitken’s (and Munson’s) artistic 
record, that Munson may have posed for the face of Minerva on 
the fifty dollar round and octagonal coins. Today Munson is all but 
forgotten, although a single print of one of her films, Purity, was 
discovered a French archive in 2004. The 1915-S Pan-Pac fifties are 
celebrated rarities in their own right, and among the most lasting 
impressions of the famed exposition. This is a pleasing example of 
this curious and popular octagonal fifty. A couple of shallow marks 
on Munson’s (or Minerva’s) face account for the grade. Both sides 
exhibit satiny mint luster and light orange-gold color.

The series of four coin designs in five shapes and sizes that 
commemorated the Panama-Pacific Exposition necessitated 
some unusual moves on the part of Mint personnel and 
equipment, as described in the June 1915 issue of The 
Numismatist: 

“Governed by the information received from Wash¬ 
ington, Philadelphia and San Francisco, the series of 
special commemorative coins for the Panama-Pacific 
Exposition may be expected ready for delivery very soon. 
Considering that this series of five special coins was 
not authorized until January, and that, due to doubts 
as to the passage of the bill providing so many differ¬ 
ent denominations, no advance preparation was made 

— not even ideas for designs considered. If the coins 
are issued during the coming month it will have been a 
very prompt production, particularly since a new shape 

— octagonal — and two denominations not regularly 
coined, $1 and $50, have made necessary the produc¬ 
tion of special tools and press fittings. A new series of 
regular coins are usually many months in development... 

“A special hydraulic press used for medal stamping at the 
Philadelphia Mint was received at the San Francisco 
Mint during the month. This press, which weighs 14 
tons and has a striking power of 450 tons, is for use in 
striking the 3,000 $50 gold pieces, and is to be returned 
to the Philadelphia Mint just as soon as the coinage has 
been completed.” 

The coinage was indeed completed “very soon,” as a 
photograph from the August 1915 issue of The Numismatist 
depicts the striking of the first fifty dollar pieces in the hydraulic 
medal press. The “double face value” price did indeed serve to 
dampen sales, as of the 3,000 fifty dollar coins authorized, the 
net distributions ended up at 483 round and 645 octagonal 
pieces, the remainder melted as unsold. 

Both the round and octagonal 1915-S Panama-Pacific coins 
remain today as the most prized representatives in the entire 
commemorative series. The magnificent design of the Pan-Pac 
fifty is fully evident on this near-Mint example. Just a slight bit of 
friction is seen on each side, the surfaces are otherwise unaffected 
by the handling marks one would normally expect. The surfaces 
are bright yellow-gold with just a hint of reddish patina.

Although the 1915-S Panama-Pacific round fifty dollar coins 
ended up in a contrarian manner with a smaller net distribution 
than their octagonal counterparts — more were melted of the 
round pieces, because less were sold — today, as apparently 
at their release, many numismatists and collectors prefer the 
unique octagonal design. The two are virtually identical, save 
for a slight size difference and the extra 16 dolphins in the eight 
corners around each side of the octagonals. 

The obverse portrays the Greek goddess Minerva (Roman: 
Athena), who (according to the original publications associated 
with the Panama-Pacific Exposition) is “The Goddess of 
Wisdom, Skill, Contemplation, Spinning, Weaving and of 
Agriculture and Horticulture.” Carrying forward the “wisdom” 
theme, the reverse depicts an owl, “sacred to Minerva, the 
accepted symbol of wisdom, perched upon a branch of western 
pine.” The dolphins suggested “as they encircle the central field, 
the uninterrupted water route made possible by the Panama 
Canal.” 

The original design of sculptor Robert I. Aitken also 
included a spider web, a feature to which Treasury Secretary 
William Gibbs McAdoo objected, among others. Fortunately, 
Aitken was able to make a few design tweaks, including the 
removal of the spider web, mollifying McAdoo and clearing the 
way for production of the coins. 

Approval of the designs for the fifty dollar coins was 
widespread, even if few collectors could afford the outlay 
to actually buy an example. The August 1915 issue of The 
Numismatist comments in this regard: 

“Numismatics has received a new impetus by the govern¬ 
ment’s issue of the Panama-Pacific coins. Unfortunately 
these are put out at double face, a handicap which is 
quite serious in the case of the $50 pieces, and there are 
two of these, one round the other octagonal in memory 
of the slugs of the early settlers.” 

The Panama Canal expansion project that is currently under 
way, via the construction of a third set of locks of larger size 
than those completed in 1914, is projected to be completed 
by 2014, seven years after the official start of the expansion. 
Perhaps numismatists in the United States and Panama can 
look forward in the next few years to some kind of 1915-S to 
2015-S centennial Panama-Pacific commemoratives? 

The present octagonal 1915-S fifty dollar is a pleasing, 
bright example with lovely mint luster. The only mark of note 
is located on Minerva’s helmet, with a couple of lesser edge 
marks noted on the obverse.

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4430 1916 McKinley MS66 NGC. A needle-sharp and lustrous orange - 
gold example that has mark-free surfaces and outstanding eye 
appeal.

4431 1916 McKinley MS66 PCGS. Peach-red accents ensure the eye 
appeal of this sharply struck and shimmering Premium Gem. The 
reverse is close to immaculate, while the obverse has only a handful 
of similarly minuscule marks.(#7454) 

4432 1917 McKinley MS64 NGC. Apricot-gold surfaces with good 
luster show a few tiny hairline scrapes that are undistracting but 
preclude an even finer grade. The more elusive grade-for-grade of 
the two McKinley Memorial issues.

This near-Gem gold No Star shows 
radiant luster over yellow-gold surfaces, with two thin scrapes on 
Grant’s profile that preclude an even finer grade.(#7458)

fully brilliant and lustrous with faint green tones over the yellow 
surfaces.

Redfield Collection. Sealed in the old Paramount holder with a 
grade label applied by NGC. Well struck with frosty, lightly marked 
silver interiors framed in speckled blue.(#7372) 
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U.S. MINT MEDALS 

4493 1814-Dated Major General Jacob Brown U.S. Mint Medal 
MS66 Brown NGC. Julian MI-11. Bronze, 143.2 gm, 65 mm. A 
later striking (Julian indicates the dies were “in use until at least 
the 1880’s and possibly much longer”) with rim crumbling. Olive- 
brown surfaces are glossy and smooth, and the well-defined portrait 
has plenty of character. 

4494 1835-Dated Colonel George Groghan Mint Medal MS64 
Brown NGC. Julian MI-12. Bronze, 110 gm, 65 mm. A War 
of 1812 medal, restruck over a period of at least 50 years; this is 
a later striking with tiny rust lumps on the officer’s coat. Minor 
spotting on olive-brown surfaces, a few stray marks, otherwise well- 
preserved. 

4495 1815-Dated Major General Andrew Jackson U.S. Mint Medal 
MS65 Brown NGC. Julian MI-15. Bronze, 129.7 gm, 65 mm. 
This Moritz Furst design was in use for at least 60 years, and this 
appears to be a later striking. The brown surfaces are deep and 
glossy; the obverse rim shows a curious flattened area near 11 
o’clock, but the corresponding area of the reverse seems not to 
show any ill effects. 

4496 1814-Dated Major General Winfield Scott U.S. Mint Medal 
MS65 Brown NGC. Julian MI-20. Bronze, 151.4 gm, 65 mm. 
Though the obverse portrait shows Furst’s usual intricacy, Julian 
heaps scorn on the reverse, which is simplistic compared to 
other War of 1812 medals. Glossy with considerable cinnamon 
character to the brown of the bronze on this later 19th century 
restrike. 

4497 1818-Dated Governor Isaac Shelby U.S. Mint Medal MS63 
Brown NGC. Julian MI-21. Bronze, 90.9 gm, 65 mm. Largely 
olive-brown with a large area of darker blue off the B in SHELBY on 
the obverse. The upper reverse show a number of fine depressions, 
possibly casting bubbles. 

SO-CALLED DOLLAR 

4498 1898 Alaska Gold One Pinch MS65 NGC. HK-844. Octagonal. 
Indian head right, 16 stars. Gould-Bressett 135. Satiny and 
unabraded with a consistent strike and unimprovable eye appeal. 
Part of W.E. Hart’s “Coins of the West” series. Listed on page 385 of 
the 2012 Guide Book. 

CALILORNIA GOLD CHARM 

4499 “1849” Round One California Gold MS65 NGC. Part of Hart’s 
Coins of the West series. The obverse depicts an Indian Head 
facing west, the reverse features a bear facing east at the base of a 
wreath. A pristine and satiny canary-gold Gem. The type is priced 
on page 385 of the 2012 Guide Book. 

PROOL SETS 

4500 Five-Piece 1941 Proof Set NGC. Contains the following five 
pieces, all housed in a custom NGC holder: 

Cent PR65 Red. Bright and pale copper-gold with a few richer 
peach elements at the margins. 

Nickel PR66. Light blue toning is edged in gold. Great reflectivity 
and detail. 

Dime PR67. Essentially untoned with just a hint of yellow-green 
near the rims. A greatly appealing Superb Gem with strong mirrors 
and great definition. 

Quarter PR66. Gold-gray toning covers most of each side, setting 
this piece apart from the rest. Crimson-gold hues appear at the 
borders as well.

21.07 SZO / 999.75 FINE. None of the sides or the back have any 
imprints. There is a large, irregular depression between the mint’s 
imprint and 811 that is apparently from gas inclusions from the 
time of casting. The surfaces are mostly brilliant with a slight rose 
tinge on the top side. Of special interest as the OZS punch was 
struck into the ingot upside-down.

Also struck in silver and bronzed copper, about a dozen copper 
examples are believed known. Lovely blue-green iridescence covers 
most of each side with significant mint red still surrounding the 
devices.

PCGS. Similar to the as issued 1866 Shield nickel, but IN GOD 
WE TRUST has smaller letters, and the ball of the shield curiously 
divides the date into two sections, each with two digits. On the 
reverse, the prominent 5 has a repunched upright, and several stars 
exhibit recutting. Struck in nickel with a plain edge. This slightly 
subdued cream-gray and straw-gold near-Gem has a full strike 
and is devoid of contact. The reverse field displays innumerable 
pinpoint strike-throughs, as made. Housed in a green label holder.

NGC. This pattern for a five cent nickel is similar to the regular 
design for the three cent nickel as introduced in 1865, with the 
obverse similar to the three cent nickel obverse but larger, with a 
prominent star on Liberty’s coronet. On the reverse, a laurel wreath 
is topped with a small Maltese cross. A ribbon with IN GOD 
WE TRUST wraps beneath the cross, and the whole ensemble 
surrounds a large V in the center, again paralleling the regular three 
cent issue. Struck in nickel with a plain edge. This is the High 
Date subvariety of this pattern, with the date equidistant between 
the denticles and bust truncation. Each side is brilliant and the 
fields are deeply mirrored with contrasting frost over the devices. 
Identifiable by a patch of planchet roughness next to the D in 
UNITED and a streak of light planchet granularity in the center of

The obverse depicts a representation of Liberty 
seated by the seashore with thirteen stars around the border and 
the date 1875 below. A rigged steamship is seen in the background. 
On the reverse, the denomination 20 CENTS is encircled by an 
olive wreath. The legend UNITED STATES OF AMERICA is at 
the border. Struck in copper with a plain edge. This is a fabulous 
example of this popular twenty cent pattern. The fields are bright 
and reflect strongly through the color on each side.

Struck in nickel with a plain edge. Each side has muted rose-gray 
surfaces, but the underlying mirroring is abundantly evident in the 
fields.

Engraver Charles Bouvet, Judd-C 1849-1 
MS61 Brown, Two Known in Copper 



4517 1849 Ten Dollar Pattern by Bouvet, Judd-Appendix C1849- 
1, Pollock-5075-1, R.8, MS61 Brown NGC. Copper, thick 
planchet, plain edge. This extremely rare copper pattern was 
produced at the Paris Mint hy engraver Louis Charles Bouvet 
(1802-1865). Only two copper pieces are known—both from the 
King Farouk Collection—although they differ slightly in thickness 
and edge markings. A third, unconfirmed copper example is 
said to he in the holdings of the British Museum (per Stack’s 
9/1998 sale). An example in gold or gold-plated is also known (per 
American Numismatic Rarities’ 6/2006 sale). 

On the obverse the head of Liberty faces left, her hair 
somewhat pressed down on her head and resembling a skullcap. 
She wears a coronet inscribed LIBERTY. Her hair is bound into a 
double bun with a ribbon; a single rear lock cascades down onto 
the neck. Thirteen curious, eight-pointed stars ring the periphery. 
BOUVET F parallels the bust truncation. 

On the reverse, a scrawny, spread-winged eagle occupies the 
center, shield on the breast, clutching the standard olive branches 
and arrows. A small laurel wreath appears above the eagle’s head. 
This piece is struck on a thicker planchet than the other Farouk 
example, and the edge of this piece is plain, while the other piece 
has CUIVRE (French for copper) and a pointing hand, the Paris 
Mint edge mark that was used from 1845-1860. 

A more extensive background of the Bouvet tens is given in 
last year’s ANA catalog. The still-definitive reference on these 
coins was written by a very young Doug Winter and published in 
The Numismatist of May 1982, in an article titled “What Might 
Have Been: The Story of the Bouvet Eagle of 1849.” The article 
notes that the eagle design that Bouvet produced, at Peale’s 
request, was a failure: 

“One thing that Peale failed to realize was that he had 
pressured Bouvet into executing his designs far too quickly. 
Although Bouvet was a legitimately fine engraver, his 
designs for the pattern eagle are sloppy. They show all 
the marks of an artist rushed by a bureaucrat. The eagle 
looks conspicuously malnourished while the portrait of 
Liberty is far too sedate. This coin was certainly not going 
to be the impetus behind Longacre’s removal from office. 

... Bouvet died in 1865, unknown to the American public 
and underrated by his fellow Frenchmen. Had he not been 
so rushed for time, he might have been an engraver for the 
U.S. Mint. As it is, his fame is now relegated to an after¬ 
thought in the appendix of the Judd pattern book, a classic 
example of what might have been.” 

The present piece is the Pollock plate coin and the Judd plate 
coin through the seventh edition. It is easily recognized due to 
the small obverse rim bump at 3 o’clock, along with some stray 
contact marks on Liberty’s face and in the left obverse field. But 
those are mere quibbles compared to the marvelous historical 
appeal and impeccable provenance that attaches to this coin, 
a lineage that includes several of the most illustrious pattern 
collectors of all time.

A pale yellow-gold example of the 
popular No L subtype, slightly satiny with a solid strike. A die 
crack through the T in UNITED on the reverse adds visual interest. 
Housed in a green label holder. (#7501) 

4519 1849 No L MS63 ANACS. A well-struck yellow-gold example 
of the popular and elusive subtype. The reverse is prominently 
cracked, and it is clear that the die for that side was beginning to 
buckle. (#7501) 

4520 1849 Open Wreath MS64 PCGS. CAC. Breen-6004. Near 
stars, thin date numerals. Pale yellow-gold flash is key to this first- 
year gold dollar’s eye appeal. The strike is pleasingly sharp as well. 
PCGS has graded 65 numerically finer Open Wreath pieces (6/11). 
(#7502) 

4521 1851-C AU55 PCGS. CAC. Variety 1. The common variety with 
familiar die crack between OF and AMERICA. Strong yellow-gold 
luster persists despite light wear, and the centers offer a distinct rose 
blush. (#7514) 

4522 1851-C AU58 NGC. Variety 1. Original apricot-gold toning 
endows this briefly circulated Charlotte gold dollar. Liberty’s hair 
shows only slight wear, and only a single hair-thin mark behind the 
shoulder merits mention. The usual centered date reverse. A very 
scarce high date variety is also known.(#7514) 

4523 1851-0 MS63 ANACS. A distinct apricot blush has settled over 
the obverse, while the satiny reverse is more butter-yellow. This 
pleasing Select O-mint gold dollar is housed in a small-format 
ANACS holder.(#7516) 

4524 1851-0 MS63 PCGS. CAC. Softly struck as usual on the hair 
below the coronet, though the yellow-gold reverse shows better 
definition. This O-mint gold dollar has a minimally abraded 
obverse.

4525 1852 MS65 NGC. CAC. The butter-gold fields are smooth and 
flashy, and the sharply struck devices are equally undisturbed. 
Philadelphia mintages of gold dollars surpassed the million-piece 
level between 1851 and 1853, since the denomination was needed 
in commerce to replace hoarded silver coinage. (#7517) 


1854 Gold Dollar, MS62 
In-Demand Type Two Issue 



4526 1854 Type Two MS62 PCGS. The 1854 Type Two gold dollar 
represents the first year of the short-lived design type. Demand from 
type collectors has always attached a premium to this issue. The 
present coin is a well-struck MS62 specimen, with light orange- 
gold surfaces and slightly subdued mint luster. (#7531) 

4527 1855 MS61 NGC. CAC. The popular and briefly struck Type 
Two design, noteworthy for its small bust of Liberty. This yellow- 
gold example is well-struck aside from the top of the 8 in the date. 
Only a few wispy field marks are present, and luster dominates the 
legends and devices. (#753 2) 
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1855 Type Two Gold Dollar, MS64+ 
Exceptional Surfaces 



4528 1855 MS64+ PCGS. CAC. The date logotype used at the 
Philadelphia Mint in 1855 featured all four digits quite closely 
spaced. The 1 has a thick upright and leans slightly to the right. 
Bowers’ Guide Book on the series makes an interesting observation 
about the date: 


“The 5s are italic, the second more deeply punched into the 
matrix than the first, giving it a somewhat heavier appear- 
ance and with its ball virtually touching the upright, as 
opposed to being slightly farther away as on the first 5. On 
working dies, if the logotype is not driven straight into the 
die, the last digit can be heavier, and the ball can be closer 
to the upright or even touching it. This logotype was used 
on all dies of all mints.” 


Some gold type collectors prefer the 1855 because it is slightly 
scarcer, and the italic 5s give the issue a bit of added cachet. Finding 
a well-struck, relatively unabraded example will be a challenge, 
particularly if one also seeks a piece free of clash marks. This is 
such a piece, and quite scarce as such with no die clashing on 
either side. The fields show light die striations with the subsequent 
brightness in the fields. The reddish-gold color has just a bit of 
lilac interspersed, and the only mark of note is located in the left 
obverse field. (#7532) 


1855-D Gold Dollar, AU Details 
Low-Mintage Rarity 



4529 1855-D — Improperly Cleaned — NGC Details. AU. Variety 
7-1. From a mintage of only 1,811 pieces, the 1855-D gold dollar is 
one of the rarest issues of the series. The issue is doubly important 
to type collectors as the only Type Two gold dollar from the 
Dahlonega Mint. The surviving population probably numbers 
no more than 70-80 examples in all grades. This lightly cleaned 
specimen is still an attractive piece, with lightly worn devices and 
interesting clash marks on the reverse. (#7534)

4530 1855-0 MS61 PCGS. As a mintmarked example of the popular 
Type Two gold dollar issues, the 1855-0 is in demand, and rare 
in Mint State. At the MS61 level of the present piece PCGS has 
certified 10 submissions, with 22 finer (6/11). This piece displays 
considerable luster remaining over yellow-gold surfaces with 
smoke-gray accents around the devices. A few light hairlines help 
determine the grade, rather than overt marks. The central strike 
is soft, as usual, through the first 5 in the date and the LL below.

4531 1856-S/S Type Two — Harshly Cleaned — NGC Details. XF. 
FS-501. The mintmark was initially punched too far northeast 
and tilted left. It was partially effaced, then repunched in the 
proper position. This scarce branch mint Type Two gold dollar has 
moderate wear and noticeable luster, but the green-gold surfaces are 
hairlined and subdued with occasional faded marks.

The obverse is perfect, apparently as always, 
while the reverse has a die crack from the tail feathers to the 
right (facing) wing, and another from the border at 6 o’clock 
to the leaves and inside of the right (facing) leg. No other die 
cracks or defects are noted. 

John Dannreuther suggests a surviving population in the 
range of 20 to 25 coins, and we agree with his assessment. Four 
die varieties are known among the 1797 Small Eagle coins, and 
BD-3 is the most plentiful of the four, with a combined survival 
of no more than 50 pieces. 

Most surviving examples of the BD-3 die pair grade XF or 
AU, with just one or two Mint State pieces known. One of the 
Mint State pieces appeared in our 2010 ANA sale last August. 
Harry W. Bass, Jr., had two pieces, both AU, the Smithsonian 
Institution has two similar pieces, and the Norweb Collection 
had a pleasing XF coin. The Eliasberg specimen was graded 
VF30. NGC has certified nine examples of this variety in the 
AU53 to MS60 grade range and PCGS has certified 13 pieces 
that grade XF40 to MS61. 

This pleasing piece has ample luster with rose-gold surfaces 
and faint greenish overtones. The surfaces exhibit the usual 
trivial marks associated with the grade. Light adjustment marks 
are noted at the center of the obverse, and others are visible 
at the two upper left stars, with a small planchet defect at that 
location.

While still very scarce, this Large 8, Large Eagle 
reverse die pairing is a tad less rare than its counterparts that fit the 
same criteria, namely the BD-3 and BD-5 (both of which have a 14 
Star reverse). The BD-4 shares the same obverse die with the BD-3: 
The large 8 in the date touches the bottom of the bust, and a point 
of star 9 points toward the bottom of the Y in LIBERTY. But on 
the BD-4 reverse, beside the key 13 stars, there are heavy (in the 
later die states, at least) rim cuds above ES and the O in OF that 
provide ready attribution, as here, although not quite yet at the 
terminal state e.

The center obverse is weak, as usually seen, with good definition 
elsewhere. Each side is peppered with numerous small abrasions, 
the only one note across the eagle’s right (facing) wingtip.

4763 1871-CC MS61 NGC. Variety 1-A. This extraordinary 1871-CC 
half eagle is one of the finest known survivors of this important 
issue. The 1871-CC boasts a mintage of just 20,770 pieces achieved 
in the second year of operations at the Carson City Mint, making it 
a scarce issue in absolute terms. Surprisingly, while the 1871-CC is 
scarce-to-rare in all grades, it still ranks as the most available date 
in the early Carson City series. Doug Winter estimates a surviving 
population of 140-150 specimens, most in lower circulated grades. 
In Mint State, the 1871-CC is extremely rare. 

Doug Winter was unaware of this coin when he wrote his 
series reference in 2001 but, judging from population data, this 
coin should challenge for the number three spot in the Condition 
Census. Currently, NGC has certified just this single specimen 
in MS61 with one coin finer, while PCGS has also graded one 
example in MS61, with one finer (5/11). 

Two die varieties are known for this issue. This coin represents 
Variety 1-A, characterized by the position of the mintmark with 
the first C close to the arrow fletchings. This attractive MS61 
piece is remarkably free of contact marks, with a short scratch in 
the obverse field near star 3 the only mark of note. The design 
elements are sharply detailed throughout, and the surfaces display 
rich mint luster and outstanding eye appeal. We expect spirited 
competition when this lot is called.

Experts 
estimate a surviving population of 70-80 pieces in all grades, and 
the issue is unknown in Mint State. The present coin exhibits 
moderate wear on the central devices with smooth, lightly abraded 
surfaces.

4765 1879 MS64 PCGS. An important condition rarity in the series.

Although quite a few Gems survive from 
the 1 million coin mintage, few finer pieces have been certified 
including just 14 at NGC.

4773 1886 MS63 PCGS. A brilliant and highly lustrous Select Mint 
State specimen, this light yellow-gold example has a satiny obverse 
with slight field-to-device contrast, and a frosty reverse. Both sides 
have strong design motifs.

4774 1891 MS63 PCGS. CAC. Deep yellow-orange luster is thick and 
generally frosty, though two spots of startling brilliance appear 
around each letter “S” in STATES on the reverse.

4775 1891-CC MS61 PCGS. Variety 1-A. Ample yellow-orange 
luster swirls on this later Carson City half eagle. Light to moderate 
abrasions are present throughout, but this well struck piece exhibits

4776 1891-CC MS62 NGC. Variety 1-A. Predominantly yellow- 
orange luster swings toward either hue in places on this well- 
defined Carson City five. No trace of wear, though the portrait 
shows several light abrasions and the surrounding fields exhibit a

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4777 1891-CC MS62+ PCGS. Variety 2-A. The scarcer of the 
two known obverses, which shows slight repunching above the 
flag of the second 1.

4782 1898-S MS64 NGC. The 1898-S half eagle is a well-produced 
issue, as this piece proves.

This near-Gem 
is close to a full strike, with appealing orange-gold coloration 
and radiant luster. Only a couple of contact marks separate this 
specimen from the Gem level, including one in the left obverse 
field near star 5.

4783 1899 MS65 NGC. A sensational Gem, this frosty half eagle 
has pristine and highly lustrous yellow-gold surfaces.

The central obverse and reverse have bold 
details with peripheral weakness. Most of the stars are flat, for 
example. Both sides have soft, frosty luster with two-tone yellow 
surfaces. NGC has only certified 58 finer examples (5/11).

4787 1906-D MS64 NGC. CAC. A well-struck near-Gem from the 
first-year Denver Mint issue, with rich antique-gold patina and 
excellent eye appeal overall. The surfaces are relatively unabraded 
for the grade, and the strike is just shy of full.(#8414) 

4788 1907 MS64+ PCGS. A sharply struck butter-gold near-Gem with 
good luster and minimal evidence of contact. The left obverse field 
displays a few faint hairlines. 1907 marked the centennial of John 
Reich’s half eagle design, which strongly influenced the reverse of 
the Gobrecht type, then still in use.(#8416) 

4789 1907-D MS65 NGC. The D is tilted sharply to the left on this 
variety. Both sides have frosty yellow luster and bold design features. 
A few scattered marks are present on each side. NGC has certified

4790 1908 MS64 NGC. CAC. A sharply struck honey-gold Liberty 
five that boasts potent luster and an unblemished appearance.

4791 1873 Closed 3 PR65 Cameo NGC. This is the eighth 
appearance of a proof 1873 Liberty half eagle in any of our 
auctions since 1993, and almost unbelievably, the fourth 
appearance in 2011. Two examples appeared in our FUN sale 
in January, and another appeared in our Central States auction. 
Just 25 proof 1873 Closed 3 half eagles were minted, and current 
research suggests that 12 to 15 survive today. NGC and PCGS 
have a total combined population of 26 examples, including 
two graded PR65 Cameo, three called PR65 Ultra Cameo, and 
one PR66 Ultra Cameo. 

Different examples include the Carter-Trompeter, Bass, 
Eliasberg, Garrett, Reed, and Farouk-Bareford specimens, along 
with another in the Smithsonian Institution. Most other auction 
appearances over the past couple decades are reappearances of 
those coins, with a few unrelated auction offerings. We believe 
the present piece is the third- or fourth-finest survivor. 

The impressive strike shows full details, including 
the intricate design work on each side, with bright yellow 
devices and deeper yellow fields. The contrast between the 
frosty devices and fully mirrored fields is outstanding, with 
unlimited depth. Faint lines are noted in the left obverse field 
with a couple tiny pedigree marks above star 2 that confirms 
the provenance. No other blemishes are found on either side. 
Census: 2 in 65 Cameo, 0 finer (5/11).

4792 1892 PR67 ★ Ultra Cameo NGC. By the 1890s, the 
craftsmen of the Philadelphia Mint had thoroughly mastered 
the art of proof coinage. The annual proof set offerings were 
immensely popular with collectors, and the program provided 
a tidy profit every year for the Mint’s coffers. Because of their 
large intrinsic value, gold proofs were ordered less frequently 
than the minor and silver issues, but collectors like Virgil Brand 
and John M. Clapp could be counted upon to order sets every 
year. The 1892 proof half eagle claims a comparatively large 
mintage of 92 pieces, but the issue seems to be just as rare today 
as the lower-mintage dates of the era. Jeff Garrett and Ron 
Guth estimate only 20-30 examples are extant in all grades. 

The coin offered here may be the finest-known specimen 
of this rare issue. Current population data reveals NGC has 
certified only this coin in PR67 Ultra Cameo, with or without 
the Star designation. None are finer in any designation, and 
PCGS has graded no specimens in their corresponding PR67 
Deep Cameo grade, also with none finer (6/11). A search of 
auction records indicates Heritage has handled only one other 
1892 proof with this kind of cameo contrast in previous auctions, 
the PCGS-graded Choice proof Deep Cameo example in the 
Long Beach Signature (Heritage, 5/2009), lot 1702. As nice as 
that coin was, it cannot compare to this magnificent example. 

The present coin possesses mirrored fields with fathomless 
depths of reflectivity. The surfaces display the characteristic 
orange-peel texture found on the best proofs of the era, while 
the design elements are fully struck and frosty. The profound 
field-device contrast gives the coin an intense black-on-gold 
flash when the coin is tilted in the light. The visual appeal of 
this specimen is breathtaking. This coin deserves a place in the 
finest collection or Registry Set. (#98487)

A 19th Century Proof Beauty 



4793 1898 PR64 Deep Cameo PCGS. CAC. Just before the shift to 
the brilliant proof style in 1902 and the subsequent loss of the 
cameo contrast so admired today, the U.S. Mint in Philadelphia 
put out some of the most gorgeous proofs ever produced in the 
country. The coins had thick frost on the devices and deep mirrors, 
a combination that guaranteed incredible contrast. In terms of that 
contrast, this near-Gem is among the best of the best. Deep yellow- 
gold mirrors show tinges of orange, while the devices rising from 
them are amply frosted with decisive detail. Just a few tiny field 
disturbances determine the grade.

4797 1908 MS65 NGC. The 1908 debuts of the Indian Head half eagle 
and quarter eagle designs were accompanied by some unflattering 
commentary that today seems fairly ludicrous. However, there 
were manifold supporters of the new designs as well, among them 
Howland Wood, who wrote in December 1908’s The Numismatist: 

“A further innovation in United States money is that these 
new pieces have a true Indian head on them, no classical, 
or otherwise, female head that can stir up an argument, but 
a bona fide head of a red man with a genuine war bonnet. 

... This war bonnet is depicted in a realistic manner and 
may be styled as treated naturally, while the bonnet on the 
Saint-Gauden’s [sic] ten dollar piece is treated after the 
classical manner in keeping with the conception of that 
piece.” 

The obverse of this Gem Indian Head five is canary-yellow 
with flashy luster, while the reverse has a more apricot hue and a 
swirling appearance. The two sides have pleasing detail in common. 
The portrait area is impressive even by Gem standards, though the 
field to the left of the eagle shows a handful of light ticks. NGC has 
certified 21 examples as MS66 or better (5/11). (#8510) 


4798 1908 MS65 NGC. The five dollar design switched during midyear 
1908 from the long-running Indian Head design of Bela Lyon Pratt, 
one that uses the novel incused edges to delineate the design details 
rather than a raised outline -— the first such designs, along with the 
quarter eagle, in U.S. coinage history. First-year type collectors will 
appreciate the present Gem, surpassed by a meager 21 submissions 
at NGC, despite a generous original mintage of more than 577,000 
coins (6/11). The antique-gold surfaces are sharply impressed, and a 
loupe reveals remarkably few signs of contact for the grade. (#8510) 


4799 1908-S AU58 NGC. This first-year issue has a mintage of just 
82,000 pieces, and it was not saved in quantity the same way its 
Philadelphia counterpart was. Offered here is a predominantly 
butter-yellow example with minor rub but abundant yellow-orange

First-Year Gem 1908 Indian Five 
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4800 1908-S MS65 PCGS. The Indian half eagles were minted at 
Philadelphia, Denver, and San Francisco in 1908, introducing 
the new and distinctive design to all parts of the country, East, 
Central, and West. Just 82,000 pieces were coined in San Francisco, 
the third-lowest mintage of the series. Mint State survivors are 
infrequently encountered, especially in grades above MS63. This 
Gem is a wonderful representative with frosty yellow luster and bold 
design elements, offering exceptional aesthetic appeal. Population:

4801 1909 MS65 NGC. The 1909 Indian Head five is seldom seen 
at the Gem level, although an occasional specimen such as the 
present coin can be obtained with patience. NGC and PCGS have 
each certified a few dozen submissions at the MS65 grade level, yet 
it is a surety that those figures comprise many duplications. This 
Gem specimen displays rich orange-gold luster with accents of hazel 
scattered about, an original color scheme that high-grade, unfooled- 
with gold coins sometimes display.

As an early Denver 
Mint issue, it also appeals to numismatists who strive to obtain 
mintmarked coinage for type purposes. This rose-gold Gem should 
be on any collector’s short list of potential acquisitions. Well-struck 
surfaces are free of all but the most minor abrasions, and the eye 
appeal is enormous.

The present 
coin exhibits just a touch of high-point rub on the sharply detailed 
devices. The lightly marked surfaces show the effects of a previous 
cleaning, but the greenish-gold surfaces remain attractive.

None of 
those Barber silver denominations can compare to the rarity and 
demand of their gold counterpart, the 1909-0 half eagle, which is 
a series key with plenty of demand chasing a five-figure mintage.

4823 1913 MS66 PCGS. CAC. A spectacular Premium Gem, the 
coin offered here is the single finest 1913 Indian Head half eagle 
PCGS has ever handled, and NGC has graded only six examples 
in this exalted grade (5/11). While numerous offerings of MS65 
coins can be found in the archives, we believe this is the first time 
an MS66 specimen has ever been offered at public auction. 

The 1913 Indian Head half eagle was a well-produced date, 
with a substantial business-strike mintage of 915,901 pieces. 
In his catalog of the Dr. Thaine B. Price Collection, David 
Akers called the 1913 “one of the most attractive issues of the 
series.” The typical specimen features a sharp strike, with a 
little softness on the eagle’s left leg. 

The present coin displays razor-sharp definition on all design 
elements, including the eagle’s leg. The pristine fields of this 
coin are another area in which this specimen is markedly 
superior to the average example, as the flat surfaces, with no rims, 
were prone to bag marks and other abrasions. No mentionable 
distractions are evident on either side of this piece. The surfaces 
are blanketed in delightful shades of yellow and rose-gold, 
while the mint luster is finely granular but vibrant. The visual 
appeal of this specimen is incredible. Clearly, this coin stands 
out, even above the high standards of the 1913 half eagle. 

While this issue can be located with ease in lower grades, 
and even Gem specimens can be found with patience, this 
offering of a magnificent Premium Gem is the first of its kind. 
This coin will provide the connoisseur with an unequalled pride 
of ownership.

“blobby” appearance, like many specimens of this issue. The surfaces 
display satiny mint luster, with a small number of minor contact

4832 1916-S MS63 PCGS. A yellow-gold example that boasts 
shimmering luster and an above-average strike. A loupe locates 
unimportant field marks, but the eye appeal is unassailable.

The 1916-S is a necessary coin for collectors 
attempting to complete a date set, and an issue more available today 
than it was 30 years ago because of the appearance of a couple of hoards. 
This reddish-gold example lacks complete definition, and each side 
displays the numerous small abrasions one expects from an MS63.

4834 1929 MS64 PCGS. According to recent research by Roger 
Burdette, the 1929 half eagle was never available in substantial 
numbers, even though 662,000 were minted. The 1929 five 
dollar was first distributed as part of the cent through twenty 
dollar set sent to the treasurer. The second distribution was 
1,000 pieces sent to the treasurer “as part of a standing order to 
all the Mints.” These coins were held by the mints “for special 
purposes and to supply coins to collectors” who requested them. 
In October 1931, 200,000 pieces were shipped in anticipation 
of holiday needs for gifts. Another 280,000 coins were shipped 
out in February and March 1933. According to Burdette: 

“It is very likely that these coins were either internal 
Treasury transfers or subject to anti-hoarding rules of the 
Hoover administration. Given the pressure exerted on 
hoarders to return gold coins they could not prove were 
used in commerce, it is probable all of these were recov¬ 
ered and melted. Coins turned in to the government 
were not recorded by date/Mint, only by face value.” 

Only a few hundred 1929 fives exist today. Almost all 
examples are Uncirculated or AU. This upper-end MS64 has 
almost no obverse abrasions and only a few on the reverse 
(including a shallow planchet flake behind the eagle’s head. 
The surfaces are bright and satiny, with a confirmed reddish 
tint to the otherwise bright yellow-gold color. The strike details 
are a bit soft on the lowest headdress feather, as seen on most 
known 1929s.

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PROOF INDIAN HALF EAGLES 


NeaivPerfect 1908 Indian Half Eagle, Matte PR67 



4835 1908 PR67 NGC. There were few proof gold collectors in 
1908. Only 167 proof half eagles were struck, an increase from 
the 92 proofs produced the prior year. The 1908 quarter eagle 
had a comparable increase in proof mintage from its 1907 
predecessor. The cause for the additional pieces struck was 
presumably the new designs by Bela Lyon Pratt. They replaced 
the long-lived Liberty types, which had been struck throughout 
the entire lifetime of most contemporary collectors. 

Some who ordered the new Indian half eagle proofs from the 
Mint were surely surprised when they examined their specimens. 
Unlike prior designs, the devices were sunken into the field, 
with the high points at the same level as the field. These 
designs are often referred to as incuse, but this is a misnomer, 
since an incuse design would have opposite relief, with areas 
such as the cheekbone the lowest point of the design, instead of 
the highest. The proof finish of the Indian half eagle was also 
dramatically different from the Liberty type. Proof Liberty half 
eagles have mirrored fields and (at times) frosty devices, similar 
to the proof gold American Eagles in production today. The 
proof Indian and Saint-Gaudens types are matte proofs, with 
the same microgranular finish on both the fields and devices. 

Proof Indian half eagles are easily distinguished from their 
business strike counterparts. The color is comparatively dark, 
since the fields lack reflectivity and luster is diffused. Since the 
pieces were well-made, the abrasions that plague bag-stored 
business strikes are absent on proofs. Finally, the proofs are fully 
struck, the extra detail most noticeable on the eagle’s shoulder 
and the lower reaches of the headdress. The present piece 
shows all of these characteristics and is essentially perfect, save 
for a tiny Mint-made planchet flaw located directly beneath, 
but relatively distant from, the U in TRUST. This minuscule 
flaw serves as an identifier for any auction appearances. Census:

4836 1913 PR67 NGC. The 1913 gold proof sets debuted in the 
same year as the Buffalo nickel proofs, but the Mint mostly 
issued the gold, silver, and minor coinage proof sets separately, 
along with proof gold singletons as needed. And in any case, 
the few contemporary collectors of proof gold had apparently 
tired of the matte proof finish. Only 99 pieces were recorded 
issued, and it is a good bet that some were melted as unsold, a 
common Mint practice of the era. The authorities at PCGS 
estimate that 50 to 65 examples survive today, a good bet given 
the 21 certified in all grades at PCGS and the 29 at NGC, most 
of them — 23 pieces — falling into the PR66 grade level. 

Garrett and Guth note in the gold reference that the 1913 
half eagle has the “same fine sandblast finish seen on the 1912 
issue” but more interestingly comment that the “overall rarity of 
the issue places it as the third-rarest of the eight-coin series.” 

This piece displays a medium mustard-yellow color that is 
a hit lighter than most matte proofs of the issue we have seen. 
It takes extensive perusal with a good loupe to find any flaw 
in the surfaces, no matter how minuscule, that might serve as 
pedigree identifiers. And minuscule they are, but at the right 
angle we find a trio of tiny luster grazes, one on the upper 
wing of the eagle and two more in the field nearby. They are 
inconsequential compared to the enormous aesthetic appeal 
and importance of this historic coin. Matte proof gold is the 
numismatic connoisseur’s caviar, and this upper-end piece 
may soon disappear from the market for decades, if not from 
this offering, from a future one.

In our opinion, this coin has the details 
of an AU specimen with smoothed surfaces and reengraved details. 
The cheek, the eagle’s breast, and both fields have been painstakingly 
smoothed. The shield lines are reengraved. Nonetheless, this apricot- 
gold example is important to the die variety collector, since BD-4 is 
a great rarity with only eight to 12 known survivors, per the Bass- 
Dannreuther standard reference.

4838 1801 MS61 NGC. Breen-6843, Taraszka-25, BD-2. Bass- 
Dannreuther Die State a/a. BD-2 is identified by a series of curious 
raised lines within Liberty’s cap. The Bass-Dannreuther reference 
quotes from the Harry W. Bass, Jr. notebook: “Nine vertical spines 
in cap.” At first glance, the mysterious lines appear to be clash 
marks from the cap, but their spacing rules out that possibility. The 
present yellow-gold Heraldic Eagle ten has moderately prooflike 
fields and a precise strike. A few minor field abrasions are noted, 
along with faint mint-made roller marks on the clouds near OF.

Small Stars Reverse 1803 Eagle, BD-1 



4839 1803 Small Stars Reverse Genuine PCGS. Breen-6844, 
Taraszka-26, BD-1, High R.5. The PCGS number ending in .98 
suggests Damage as the reason, or perhaps one of the reasons, that 
PCGS deemed this coin not gradable. In our opinion, this coin has the 
details of an AU specimen that has been damaged and has smoothed 
surfaces. The damage is limited to one small dig near the dentils at 3 
o’clock on each side. The lemon-gold surfaces are bright from cleaning, 
and the left obverse field has a light pinscratch. Adjustment marks, as 
made, are present on the shield and AMERICA. Substantial luster 
remains, and collectors will recognize the significance of any example 
of the Heraldic Eagle type. (#8565)

4840 1803 Small Stars Reverse MS62+ PCGS Secure. Breen- 
6844, Taraszka-28, BD-3, R.4. Six varieties of 1803 eagles 
are known, all from a single obverse die. The six reverses 
include this die, which was previously used for 1801 BD-2, 
and the reverse of 1803 BD-6, which was also used for all of 
the 1804 eagles. The 1803 BD-3 die combination is the most 
plentiful Small Stars Reverse variety, and the BD-5 marriage is 
the most plentiful Large Stars Reverse variety. 

This late die state example has light obverse and heavy 
reverse clash marks. The obverse clash marks are most visible in 
front of Liberty’s neck, while those on the reverse are especially 
prominent in the center. The reverse has a short die crack 
joining the tops of I and T in UNITED, continuing to the border 
over the left side of the E. Dannreuther describes a second crack 
from the ribbon just inside the right wing up to star 6, although 
that feature appears to be a clash mark instead of a crack. 

This lustrous example has splendid reddish-yellow surfaces. 
A few light adjustment marks at the top of the cap and at 
the date are the cause of design weakness on the reverse, 
especially at the left claw and arrowheads. Minor blemishes 
and scratches are evident. Most notable among the latter are 
one in front of the face, and another within the reverse stars. 
This wonderful Mint State piece will undoubtedly find a home 
with an advanced gold specialist. Population for the Small Stars

The moderately abraded straw- 
gold surfaces are well-struck except for the stars, and luster emerges 
from all protected areas. From a low mintage of 25,801 pieces.

4842 1839 Type of 1838, Large Letters MS60 NGC. The so-called 
“Type of 1838,” an obverse design that features a prominent hair curl 
sweeping down and concealing Liberty’s ear, appears on just two 
ten dollar dates, 1838 and 1839. Of the two, the 1839 with Type of 
1838 is more accessible and more frequently used for type purposes. 
This Mint State example shows no trace of wear on yellow-gold 
surfaces, though the devices and fields are equally abraded. The piece 
is decently struck in the centers but significantly weak on most of the 
obverse stars. Nonetheless, as a Mint State Type of 1838 eagle, this 
coin commands plenty of respect and will command an accordingly 
high price.

4844 1846-0 AU58 NGC. Variety 3. This common variety was once 
called an overdate but is actually the result of a damaged date 
punch. An artifact that was believed to be the ball of a 5 is present 
within the loop of the 6, causing much confusion. In addition, 
the mintmark is between the EN in TEN on the present coin, 
indicating Variety 3. Regardless of variety, the 1846-0 is rare at 
the near-Mint level, especially with the bright honey-gold luster, 
precise strike, and original unblemished surfaces of this example.

4845 1847 AU55 NGC. Luminous yellow-orange with small dark areas 
scattered around the rims.

4846 1847 MS60 NGC. The 1847 is the most available and most 
reasonably priced issue in the No Motto series. The bright, 
semiprooflike fields give this piece added appeal in spite of the 
numerous bagmarks that are scattered over each side. The surfaces 
are original with the usual bright yellow-gold color and an addition 
of russet outlining the devices. A trifle soft over the high points of 
the devices. (#8597) 

4847 1848 AU58 NGC. No Motto tens are known for their scarcity 
at the near-Mint level, and the 1848 is a better issue relative to 
its 1847 predecessor. This is an impressive example, since luster 
dominates all but the open fields, and marks are absent save for a 
minute obverse rim nick at 11:30.

4848 1850-0 AU55 NGC. The 1850-0 is seldom seen with only 
150-175 pieces estimated in all grades, but it is more notable as a 
condition rarity with at most two dozen pieces known in AU. This 
Choice example has exceptionally bright surfaces, in part due to 
the partially reflective finish found in the fields of most 1850-0 
tens. The strike details are above-average for the issue and there are 
none of the usually seen heavy abrasions this issue is so well-known 
for.

4849 1851 AU55 NGC. The green-gold surfaces are original, and marks 
are unexpectedly few for the Choice AU grade. The strike is crisp 
except on the lowest stars.

No Motto ten has pleasing design detail and lacks any obtrusive 
marks. As is usual for the issue, a shield ring rests atop the second

4851 1852-0 — Cleaned — ANACS. AU55 Details. Well-defined on 
the reverse, less so on the obverse, with only minor rub and light 
abrasions. The surfaces have flat, granular straw-gold luster, the 
result of a past cleaning. (#8609) 

4852 1853 AU55 NGC. Luster shimmers from protected areas, more 
extensively on the reverse. This pumpkin-gold and olive-green 
Choice AU No Motto eagle is well struck aside from the final 
star, and is relatively unabraded given its brief stint in commerce.

As a result, this low- 
mintage issue is quite popular with mintmark type collectors. The 
present coin is a well-struck near-Mint example with prooflike 
surfaces in sheltered areas.

All 
Carson City eagles from the 1870s are elusive, so the 1871-CC does 
not stand out in the context of the series, but the date is very scarce 
in absolute terms.

4867 1883 MS62 PCGS. CAC. A yellow-gold Liberty ten that possesses 
bright luster and a bold strike. Small marks are scattered, but none 
are obtrusive. An excellent value at the MS62 level, given its 
scarcity in higher grades. (#8699) 
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4868 1883 MS63 PCGS. Yellow-gold surfaces shift toward apricot and 
orange near the rims. This well-defined Select example is attractive 
despite the light abrasions scattered on each side. PCGS has graded 
just two numerically finer pieces (5/11).(#8699) 

4869 1883 MS63 PCGS. Orange-gold dominates, although the reverse 
margin is sea-green. Well-struck and moderately abraded. The 
1883 has a much lower mintage than its 1880 to 1882 Philadelphia 
predecessors.

4877 1892-S MS62 PCGS. Peach-gold fields and devices are framed by 
peripheral sea-green. This lustrous better date eagle is uncommonly 
unabraded for the MS62 level, and also benefits from a bold strike.

An orange-gold and olive-green ten dollar 
piece that boasts vibrant luster and a good strike. Minimally 
abraded aside from one thin mark behind Liberty’s shoulder.

4888 1901-0 MS62 PCGS. Potent cartwheel luster highlights the 
sectors of the yellow-gold surfaces as the coin is tilted in the light. 
A great turn-of-the-century O-mint ten with light abrasions and 
scrapes but few truly serious marks. PCGS has graded 65 numerically

4894 1901-S MS64+ PCGS. CAC. Boldly impressed with strong 
yellow-and-orange luster with just a touch of patina across each 
side. Small abrasions at the left side of Liberty’s face account for the

4895 1901-S MS64+ NGC. CAC. Apricot-gold luster is rich and satiny. 
Sharply struck and practically identical in appearance to a Gem. 
Copper spots are noted at star 12 on the obverse and as a streak on

4896 1901-S MS65 NGC. This two-toned Gem displays liberal jade 
accents near the rims with orange-gold central tones. Close to a 
full strike, although some light diagonal die striations appear on the 
obverse under a loupe.

4897 1901-S MS65 PCGS. Yellow-gold in the centers and orange-gold 
closer to the rims compete for dominance on this splendid Gem, 
certified in a green-label holder. A well-struck and delightful piece

4898 1901-S MS65+ PCGS. This MS65+ coin boasts deep jade accents 
near the rims, with equally rich orange interiors, for a wonderful 
“original skin” look that unfooled-with gold sometimes attains.

4893 1901-S MS64 NGC. CAC. Pumpkin-gold and lime-green endow 
this flashy and minimally abraded near-Gem. A colorful and 
semiprooflike example of the long-lived Liberty type. A good strike

4903 1906-D MS64 PCGS. CAC. Bold, satiny cartwheels enhance the 
eye appeal of this near-Gem with deep orange-gold luster. A well- 
defined near-Gem from the beginning of the Denver Mint’s formal 
coinage operations.

4904 1907-D MS63 PCGS. CAC. A honey-gold example whose sharp 
strike and potent luster provide exceptional eye appeal for the 
grade.

PR65+ ★ Cameo 1904 Ten Dollar 
Radiant Devices Contrast With Glassy Fields 



4905 1904 PR65+ ★ Cameo NGC. A virtually pristine 
representative of this rare proof date. A total of 108 proofs 
were issued, but a number were spent during hard times, or by 
heirs, prior to 1940. While such an action seems the height 
of folly today, it must be remembered that ten dollars went 
a long way during the Great Depression, and proofs carried 
little premium over face at the time, as only a handful of 
collectors had the wealth to pursue examples. In his 1988 
Encyclopedia, Walter Breen estimated there are 35 to 40 
survivors. Some of those are impaired, since PCGS has certified 
11 pieces in grades between PR50 and PR58. 

The present high-grade Gem is fully impressed and displays 
greater design detail on the hair above the ear than can be 
seen on any business strike of the series. The darkly mirrored 
fields are undisturbed by hairlines and show only a few minute 
strike-throughs, one of which, beneath the E in WE, is 
mentioned solely to provide an identifier for any future auction 
appearances. The legends, stars, and major devices exhibit 
consistent frost, and the cameo contrast is considerable. 

No proof 1904 tens have been certified as Ultra Cameo or 
Deep Cameo by either major service. In addition, none have 
been have certified without a Cameo designation in grades 
above PR64, and PCGS has graded no Cameo pieces above 
PR64. The present specimen is one of two examples that have 
received a Star designation and is the only piece with both a 
Star and a Plus notation. NGC has certified just two pieces 
higher, one as PR66, and the other as PR66 ★ (6/11). Since it 
may be many years before those coins emerge again at auction, 
the importance of the present opportunity, to obtain a high-end 
Gem proof, cannot be overstated. (#88844)

4906 1907 No Periods MS60 PCGS. Bright yellow-gold surfaces 
display light handling marks on each side, but the design definition 
is strong with no trace of wear. An intriguing selection for the

4907 1907 No Periods MS62 PCGS. Bold sun-gold luster has orange 
overtones which are particularly prominent on the reverse. Softly

4908 1907 No Periods MS62 PCGS. A first-year Saint-Gaudens 
ten dollar with considerable texture to the fields and both 
orange and green overtones in various places.

Only 33,500 business strikes were 
produced of the 1908 No Motto ten dollar pieces before the 
okay came to switch to the With Motto coins, over the strong 
objections of President Theodore Roosevelt, who fervently 
believed that a reference to God on coinage amount to sacrilege. 
Of course the new Saint-Gaudens designs were his “pet project,” 
so he took a special interest in every detail surrounding their 
issuance in 1907-08. The With Motto pieces were produced to an 
extent roughly 10 times as large, at 341,370 business strikes. 

An item in March 1908’s The Numismatist noted: 

“Washington, February 19:—IN GOD WE TRUST will 
be restored to all coins of the United States from which 
the motto recently was removed by the president if the 
bill of Representative William McKinley of Illinois, 
which was unanimously ordered and reported to the 
House by the Committee [on] Coinage and Weight and 
Measures today, is passed Congress ... . It is believed by 
the committee that it will be unanimously passed by 
the body, the President having indicated that he has no 
objection to it. The bill takes effect 30 days after its pas¬ 
sage. Before the committee adjourned Representative 
Wallace of Arkansas suggested that the words I KNOW 
THAT MY REDEEMER LIVETH he placed on all paper 
money of the government.” 

(The William McKinley cited above is different from the 
man who served as the United States’ 25th president.) While 
the Wallace measure clearly failed, McKinley prevailed; the 
motto was restored to American coinage in short order. 

The present MS68 example is tied for second place in the 
Condition Census with several other examples certified MS68 
at NGC and PCGS — four submissions at NGC, three at 
PCGS. There is only a single MS68+ specimen at PCGS finer, 
currently in the High Desert Collection Registry Set, the No. 1 
complete type set of U.S. gold (1795-1933). 

As expected from the numeric grade of this Superb Gem, 
the surfaces are virtually perfect. Each side has a granular, 
mattelike finish typical for the new coinage, with an overlay 
of soft, frosted mint luster. Even color dominates on each side, 
a pale reddish-golden hue. Also uniform is the sharp strike 
throughout the mark-free surfaces.

Only Two Examples Graded Finer 



4975 1908 Motto PR67 NGC. The 1908 is the first year of the 
new matte proofing process. It appears that three different 
finishes were tried, at least experimentally, but the coins 
shipped to collectors that year were all of the dark matte 
finish. There were 116 proof tens struck this year, but the 
number of unimpaired examples such as this one is low indeed. 
The mintage itself is even unreliable; an unknown number 
were melted as unsold in 1917, according to Walter Breen. 
Numerous pieces were also nicked or scuffed in the intervening 
decades, the scuffs showing as shiny spots on the matte finish. 
Likely 40 to 55 individual coins are believed to survive today. 

In addition to its collectibility as the first year of the new 
Saint-Gaudens type, the 1908 is often considered by specialists 
to be the most available of the six matte proof issues (setting 
aside the two Roman Gold years, 1909 and 1910). But this 
so-called availability does not translate into any significant 
number of coins. It is merely a way of saying one year is rare and 
another rarer still. Only 11 other pieces have been certified by 
NGC at this level with two finer (6/11). 

There is little to comment on regarding the surfaces of this 
coin. They are, simply put, magnificent, and rather light-yellow 
throughout for an issue that usually is darker. The only visible 
pedigree identifier is a tiny luster mark below the U in UNITED. 
It would be interesting and instructive to place this coin side- 
by-side with the two PR68 pieces, cover the grade, and see if 
informed collectors and dealers could tell the coins apart.

A ‘Roman Gold’ Beauty 



4976 1909 PR65 NGC. 

“The customer is always right. ” — attributed to Marshall Field 

One of the most infamous errors in the history of the 
Philadelphia Mint’s customer service came in 1908, when the 
Mint struck proofs of the new gold designs with a matte finish. 
It must have been a natural error for the Mint staff to make; 
after all, the various European mints had been using the process 
for several years, and it was familiar to them as part of the 
medal-maker’s art. The designs of Bela Lyon Pratt and Augustus 
Saint-Gaudens were rendered more like medals than coins in 
the early going, after all. 

The Mint’s gold-proof-buying customers, on the other hand, 
largely rejected the coins. Having grown used to the brilliant 
mirrors on their glittering sets, they dismissed the matte proofs 
and their intentionally dulled surfaces. The next year, the Mint 
attempted to bridge the gap with the so-called “Roman Gold” 
texture, which combines satiny finish and brightness. The 
compromise pleased few, and after two years, the Roman Gold 
experiment was over and matte proofs were at the fore once 
again. 

This Gem specimen of the 1909 ten dollar proof hails from 
the first year of the Roman Gold texture, which many collectors 
have come to appreciate. (Also appreciated by collectors: the 
net mintage of just 74 pieces.) This coin’s yellow-gold surfaces 
offer the correct level of brightness, and the eagle’s feathers 
offer exquisite detail. A few small shiny areas interrupt the 
satin texture, and a single contact mark is noted just below 
the second A in AMERICA, but the overall visual appeal is 
impressive.

This lightly rubbed but 
impressively lustrous peach-gold example may have been carried 
onboard by a passenger or packed as part of the ship’s golden cargo.

While the 1861-0 double eagle is 
collected as a Federal issue, the majority of the pieces were not 
struck under the auspices of the United States government. 
As Doug Winter writes in Gold Coins of the New Orleans Mint: 
“The 1861-0 was the last double eagle produced at the New 
Orleans Mint until 1879. It is a historically significant issue due 
to the fact that it was struck under three different authorities: 
the Union, the State of Louisiana and the Confederacy.” 

Winter then lists his breakdown of the mintage. Out of 
17,741 pieces total, he suggests that 5,000 of the coins were 
struck between January 1 and January 26, while the Mint was 
under Union control; a further 9,750 pieces were struck by the 
seceded State of Louisiana from then until March 31; and the 
last 2,991 examples were struck under Confederate authority 
during the month of April. 

While Winter speculates as to how the Confederate coins 
might be distinguished, there is no way to know if any single 
1861-0 double eagle is truly a “Federal” coin. Regardless of 
the authority used to strike it, though, the near-Mint example 
offered here is an important survivor. Bright lemon-gold 
surfaces are pale with partial reflectivity in the fields, mostly 
around the protected areas. The obverse shows typical softness 
at left and center, though the reverse offers better all-around 
definition. Just a touch of rub is noted on the lightly abraded 
portrait.

After passage of the 1878 Bland-Allison Act, the government 
needed every available coinage facility, including New Orleans, 
for Morgan dollar production. Reopening in 1879, the Louisiana 
facility coined nearly 3 million silver dollars, along with 1,500 
eagles and 2,325 double eagles. 

As the only Type Three Liberty twenty from that mint, the 1879-0 
is extremely popular with collectors. This piece is a pleasing XF with 
green-gold surfaces, tinges of bluish-violet peripheral toning, traces 
of luster, and only minor marks.

5098 1885 AU55 PCGS. The spectacularly low mintage of just 751 
pieces has always set the 1885 Liberty double eagle apart from 
most of its Type Three counterparts. Among business-strike 
issues, only the famous 1882 has a lower production figure. 
The 1885 was historically considered a rare issue, and experts 
agree it still deserves that accolade, but a few more examples 
have surfaced in recent years. To illustrate this phenomenon, 
Michael Fuljenz and Doug Winter estimated the surviving 
population at 45-55 pieces in 1999, while Q. David Bowers 
believed 50-75 examples were extant in 2004, and Jeff Garrett 
and Ron Guth gave their estimate as “fewer than 100 known” 
in 2006. Data from the grading services corresponds well with 
the final estimate, as PCGS has graded 47 specimens in all 
grades, while NGC has certified a total of 49 examples across 
the grading spectrum (5/11). 

The 1885 has appeared at public auction with greater 
frequency in recent years, no doubt because of steadily 
increasing prices realized. The memorable MS62 ★ NGC coin 
in lot 2332 of the Summer FUN Signature (Heritage, 6/2008), 
realized $103,500. 

The present coin is an attractive Choice AU specimen, with 
just a trace of high-point rub on sharply detailed devices. Like 
most examples seen, this coin displays prooflike reflectivity on 
both sides. As an issue, the 1885 circulated lightly, but the coins 
were handled roughly in storage, as almost all examples show 
extensive bagmarks. This specimen exhibits the usual number 
of minor contact marks, but they are not as distracting as the 
abrasions seen on most examples. Eye appeal is quite strong for 
an AU55 coin. This piece will inspire spirited bidding among 
double eagle specialists.

(minus an uncertain number of resubmissions). The number 
of Uncirculated coins known today has not diminished the 
importance and desirability of this near-Mint coin, and it 
remains among the more fortunate survivors from this low 
mintage (1,442 piece) delivery, probably just outside the 
Condition Census. There are modest prooflike tendencies in 
the fields, but this feature is only visible at certain angles. (All 
1891 business strikes show some degree of reflectivity.) The 
pinpoint striking definition and rich golden-rose color are, 
however, readily evident. This particular issue is usually found 
with heavy abrasions. However, on this example the scattered 
circulation marks are neither excessive nor sizeable, and the 
overall eye appeal is superior to that of most circulated 1891 
double eagles.

Jeff Garrett and Ron Guth believe the 1901 is actually 
one of the more available dates from this era, with a surviving 
population of 40-50 examples in all grades, a good indication 
of the rarity of all proof twenties from this period. Many 1901 
proofs have been mishandled, and high-grade specimens are 
even rarer than the tiny mintage would suggest. We can find no 
auction appearance of a PR65 Cameo example in our auction 
archives, and believe this is the first offering of such a coin 
since the advent of third-party grading. A few PR66 Cameo 
specimens have been sold, including the magnificent coin in 
lot 4706 of our Houston Signature (Heritage, 12/2010), which 
realized $106,375. 

The present coin is a spectacular Gem proof with dramatic, 
gold-on-black cameo contrast. The devices display razor-sharp 
details, and the fields are deeply mirrored with the orange-peel 
texture seen on the best proofs of the era.

In our opinion, this coin 
has the details of an AU specimen that has been damaged, repaired, 
and polished. The reverse has a scratch below the N in TWENTY, 
and there are problems on the rim on that side that have been 
partially repaired. The surfaces are definitely bright. (Perhaps one 
can think of it as a result of the rays from the sun that are part of

5185 1907 High Relief, Wire Rim AU55 NGC. One of Augustus Saint- 
Gaudens’ contemporaries, John La Farge, challenged him at an early 
age to “paint a bas-relief.” To which the sculptor replied, “Why not?” 
Over the decades, Saint-Gaudens produced many bas-reliefs In fact, 
his final, unfinished work from 1907 was one that featured his 
wife, Augusta and their home “Aspet”; and indeed, many of those 
bas-reliefs have a painterly quality. But sculpture and its three- 
dimensional quality were the definite influence for the High Relief 
double eagle. The striding figure of Liberty was similar in treatment 
to the Shaw Memorial, certainly no bas-relief, but more of a “statue 
in the round” as it was called by Burke Wilkinson in his 1985 work 
Uncommon Clay. This “statue in the round” is fully evident on this 
lightly handled High Relief. Just the slightest bit of high-point 
friction can be seen on each side. The surfaces otherwise are bright 
with slight reddish-tinged patina. A few light contact marks are 
scattered about, none of which are individually distracting.

5186 1907 High Relief, Flat Rim AU58 NGC. CAC. Henry Duffy, 
curator of the Saint-Gaudens National Historic Site, wrote in 
the museum catalog that accompanied the 1999 exhibit of the 
sculptor’s works in Toulouse: 

“Saint-Gaudens understood classicism as few other Ameri- 
can sculptors did, imbuing the cool, crisp lines of his monu¬ 
ments and reliefs with an underlying vitality that was both 
physical and psychic as well.” 

In his design for the obverse of the twenty dollar gold piece, this 
understanding of classical Greece is most apparent. The subject, 
based on the Nike of Samothrace, shows the “crisp lines” that are 
common to Hellenistic sculpture. The lines of Liberty’s gown seem 
to have the “wet” appearance of works from ancient Greece. This 
“wet” look enables the sculptor to show the figure’s underlying 
powerful musculature, and it also gives Liberty the appearance of 
striding toward the viewer by rendering the gown lines sweeping 
behind. This lightly handled example shows the crisp definition 
to full effect. Just the slightest bit of high-point friction is seen, 
and both sides retain most of the original, satiny mint luster. The 
surfaces have minimal signs of contact, and the usual reddish patina 
is seen on both obverse and reverse. (#9136)

5187 1907 High Relief, Flat Rim MS64 NGC. After Augustus Saint- 
Gaudens accepted the commission from President Roosevelt to 
redesign the nation’s ten and twenty dollar gold coins, he sketched 
out in words what he wanted to convey with the design of the 
double eagle. In a letter to the president on November 11, 1905, he 
proposed: 

“ ... some kind of a (possibly winged) figure of Liberty strid¬ 
ing energetically forward as if on a mountain top, holding 
aloft on one arm a shield bearing the stars and stripes with 
the word ‘Liberty’ marked across the field, in the other 
perhaps a flaming torch; the drapery would be flowing in 
the breeze. My idea is to make it a living thing and typical 
of progress ...” 

Obvious modifications were made from Saint-Gaudens’ original 
concept to finished product, but the coin as produced in both the 
High Relief and later Lower Relief versions retained the sculptor’s 
initial figural idea of Liberty as “a living thing and typical of 
progress.” One of the modifications was slight, but important to 
Mint personnel, and that involved elimination of the “fin” or what 
we call today the wire rim. This was seen as a design flaw by the 
Mint. Flat Rim twenties are four or five times rarer than their Wire 
Rim counterparts. This example has almost a complete lack of the 
“fin” on each side. The surfaces display the usual satiny mint luster 
and have a slight reddish tinge on each side. The only surface 
flaws are a couple of tiny planchet voids located on the squared-off 
obverse rim.

5188 1907 High Relief, Flat Rim MS66 NGC. The 1907 High 
Relief double eagle was designed by famous sculptor Augustus 
Saint-Gaudens, who established an art colony in Cornish, 
New Hampshire. A similar attempt had been made in 1888 by 
Vincent Van Gogh in Arles, but it ended badly. Saint'Gaudens 
paid the artists and sculptors in his colony, and as a result his 
“factory system” was highly successful and it attracted many 
of the best and brightest talents of the era. By the 1890s the 
Cornish Colony included sculptors, painters, writers, musicians, 
dramatists, architects, and landscape artists. Among the more 
recognizable names to numismatists are sculptors such as J ames 
Earle Fraser, Adolph Weinman, and Bela Lyon Pratt. A result 
of Saint'Gaudens’ “factory system” is his ability to turn out 
large-scale monuments as well as those suited for medals and 
coins. He could sketch his ideas on paper and supervise his able 
assistants in completion of each project. 

Saint'Gaudens’ sketches and initial designs for the ten and 
twenty dollar gold pieces received his personal attention, as this 
was a project he was personally commissioned for by President 
Roosevelt. However, as his cancer progressed, he grew ever 
more dependent on his assistant, Henry Hering, to carry out 
the details and interaction with the Mint, especially Charles 
Barber. Augustus Saint'Gaudens thought what we know of as 
the Ultra High Relief was a suitable submission for circulating 
coinage. The endless strikings and annealings for each coin 
were not a consideration for a sculptor such as Saint'Gaudens. 
After his death in August 1907, it was left to Hering to work 
with Charles Barber. The relief was reduced and design altered 
slightly and the result was the High Relief, but that was only 
struck after Theodore Roosevelt insisted they be produced 
“even if it took all night and day to strike one coin.” After two 
months’ production only 12,367 High Reliefs had been minted 
— all were struck multiple times on a hydraulic press intended 
for medals. Chief Engraver Charles Barber faced production 
quotas that the High Relief could never meet, and he proceeded 
to adjust the coin’s relief to meet the requirements of high¬ 
speed single-striking on a regular steam press. Thus, the brief 
but glorious reign of the High Relief ended. But collectors have 
always held these pieces in high regard, even paying a premium 
for examples in the year of issue. 

The present coin is a memorable Premium Gem of the Flat 
Rim variety, which accounts for about 20-25% of the surviving 
population. The strike is typical of the High Relief design, with 
incredible three-dimensional detail on the central devices and 
less definition on the peripheral elements. The lustrous surfaces 
display attractive yellow-gold color with outstanding eye appeal.

“The 1926-D issue is a very rare coin. The mintage was laid 
to waste by the bureaucrats who demanded that all gold 
coins be returned from circulation and melted in the 1930s. 
The few that did survive were either found overseas or were 
held back by a handful of wealthy collectors able to keep 
them through the turmoil of the ensuing few decades.” 

As a date, however, the 1926-D remains somewhat 
overshadowed by the more famous (and more rare) 1927-D issue, 
leaving the 1926-D underrated among collectors at large. Yet those 
in-the-know are well aware of the challenge posed by the 1926-D, 
because while the majority of known survivors may be Mint State, 
those coins are also clustered in the MS60 to MS63 range, often 
with suboptimal eye appeal. 

Such is not the case here. Most impressive about the present 
coin is its luster, softly frosted yellow-gold with prominent wheat 
and apricot overtones. Garrett and Guth note that the Capitol 
dome is softly struck on many 1926-D double eagle examples and 
that is the case here, though the rest of the coin has decent detail. 
If not for an abrasion at the left side of Liberty’s body just below her 
waist, this near-Gem example would have a clear shot at an even 
finer designation, but as an MS64 survivor it is already a condition 
rarity; PCGS has certified 19 coins in that condition and just four

5282 1926-S MS61 NGC. A little over 2 million 1926-S double eagles 
were minted, but relatively few survive today. A large part of the 
mintage was melted in the 1930s after gold was called in to the 
Treasury.

Only the small number of pieces that escaped 
the melting pot are available to collectors today. This example 
has satiny green-gold luster with pleasing surfaces that show few 
marks for the grade.

Assay Office octagonal fifty dollar pieces 
were the last of the Humbert-Assay Office series, made to satisfy a 
new requirement mandated in late September 1852: The Treasury 
Department wrote to the collector of customs duties in San 
Francisco, preventing him from collecting duties in any coinage 
other than those that satisfied the .900 fine federal gold standard, 
along with a few foreign issues of specified values as set forth in two 
1834'dated laws. The emergency issue of the .900 fine coins dated 
1852 apparently extended into early 1853. 

The surfaces are largely greenish-gold on this appealing 
midgrade U.S. Assay Office fifty. This piece shows a few of the 
comer bumps that these pieces acquired rather rapidly in commerce, 
their weighty heft and unique shape exposing those areas as stress 
points.

K-6, High 
R.5. The discovery of gold in Colorado in 1858 prompted 
this final attempt at a Mormon coinage in Utah. Brigham 
Young sponsored the coinage, which was accomplished by J.M. 
Barlow and Douglas Brown, at a mint established in Barlow’s 
jewelry store. According to Mormon records, the coins were 
of full weight and value, and they circulated readily in the 
local economy. Outside the Mormon community there was 
considerable mistrust of the coinage, and it only circulated at 
a discount of 10% to 25%. The coinage continued until 1861, 
when governor Alfred Cumming prohibited further production 
by the Mormon mint. 

The coins benefited from an attractive design, with a 
recumbent lion on the obverse, with the date below, and the 
motto HOLINESS TO THE LORD around. The lettering was 
inscribed in the Deseret alphabet, and is historically important 
as one of the few examples of this script to survive today. The 
reverse features an eagle behind a beehive, with the legend 
DESERET ASSAY OFFICE. PURE GOLD, around, with 5.D. 
below. The reverse is lettered in Latin script. 

The present coin is an attractive AU example with well- 
struck design elements that show just a little softness on the 
central reverse. Few signs of actual wear are apparent, and the 
lustrous surfaces display only minor abrasions.

Auctioneer and Auction: 

1. This Auction is presented by Heritage Auction Galleries, a d/b/a/ of Heritage Auctions, Inc., or its 
affiliates Heritage Numismatic Auctions, Inc., or Heritage Vintage Sports Auctions, Inc., or Currency 
Auctions of America, Inc., as identified with the applicable licensing information on the title page of 
the catalog or on the HA.com Internet site (the “Auctioneer”). The Auction is conducted under these 
Terms and Conditions of Auction and applicable state and local law. Announcements and corrections 
from the podium and those made through the Terms and Conditions of Auctions appearing on the 
Internet at HA.com supersede those in the printed catalog. 

Buyer’s Premium: 

2. On bids placed through Auctioneer, a Buyers Premium of fifteen percent (15%) will be added to the 
successful hammer price bid on lots in Coin, Currency, and Philatelic auctions or nineteen and one- 
half percent (19.5%) on lots in all other auctions. There is a minimum Buyers Premium of $14.00 
per lot. In Gallery Auctions (sealed bid auctions of mostly bulk numismatic material), the Buyers 
Premium is 19.5%. 

Auction Venues:

Signature® Auctions and Grand Format Auctions accept bids from the 
Internet, telephone, fax, or mail first, followed by a floor bidding session; Heritage Live and real- time 
telephone bidding are available to registered clients during these auctions. 

Bidders: 

4. Any person participating or registering for the Auction agrees to be bound by and accepts these Terms 
and Conditions of Auction (“Bidder(s)”). 

5. All Bidders must meet Auctioneers qualifications to bid. Any Bidder who is not a client in good 
standing of the Auctioneer may be disqualified at Auctioneers sole option and will not be awarded 
lots. Such determination may be made by Auctioneer in its sole and unlimited discretion, at any time 
prior to, during, or even after the close of the Auction. Auctioneer reserves the right to exclude any 
person from the auction. 

6. If an entity places a bid, then the person executing the bid on behalf of the entity agrees to personally 
guarantee payment for any successful bid. 

Credit: 

7. Bidders who have not established credit with the Auctioneer must either furnish satisfactory credit 
information (including two collectibles-related business references) well in advance of the Auction or 
supply valid credit card information.

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, a bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a bid at half of the 
increment (“Cut Bid”) only once per lot.

Payment: 

23. All sales are strictly for cash in United States dollars (including U.S. currency, bank wire, cashier 
checks, travelers checks, eChecks, and bank money orders, all subject to reporting requirements). 
All are subject to clearing and funds being received In Auctioneer’s account before delivery of the 
purchases. Auctioneer reserves the right to determine if a check constitutes “good funds” when 
drawn on a U.S. bank for ten days, and thirty days when drawn on an international bank.

25. Lots delivered to you, or your representative in the States of Texas, California, New York, or other states 
where the Auction may be held, are subject to all applicable state and local taxes, unless appropriate 
permits are on file with Auctioneer. (Note: Coins are only subject to sales tax in California on invoices 
under $1500 and in Texas on invoices under $1000. Check the Web site at: http://coins.ha.eom/c/ 
ref/sales-tax.zx for more details.) Bidder agrees to pay Auctioneer the actual amount of tax due 
in the event that sales tax is not properly collected due to: 1) an expired, inaccurate, inappropriate 
tax certificate or declaration, 2) an incorrect interpretation of the applicable statute, 3) or any other 
reason. The appropriate form or certificate must be on file at and verified by Auctioneer five days 
prior to Auction or tax must be paid; only if such form or certificate is received by Auctioneer within 
4 days after the Auction can a refund of tax paid be made. Lots from different Auctions may not be 
aggregated for sales tax purposes. 

26. In the event that a Bidder’s payment is dishonored upon presentment(s), Bidder shall pay the 
maximum statutory processing fee set by applicable state law.

30. Auctioneer shall have a lien against the merchandise purchased by the buyer to secure payment 
of the Auction invoice. Auctioneer is further granted a lien and the right to retain possession of 
any other property of the buyer then held by the Auctioneer or its affiliates to secure payment of 
any Auction invoice or any other amounts due the Auctioneer or affiliates from the buyer. With 
respect to these lien rights, Auctioneer shall have all the rights of a secured creditor under Article 9 
of the Texas Uniform Commercial Code, including but not limited to the right of sale. In addition, 
with respect to payment of the Auction invoice(s), the buyer waives any and all rights of offset he 
might otherwise have against the Auctioneer and the consignor of the merchandise included on the 
invoice.

Auctioneer is unable to combine 
purchases from other auctions or affiliates into one package for shipping purposes. Lots won will be 
shipped in a commercially reasonable time after payment in good funds for the merchandise and the 
shipping fees is received or credit extended, except when third-party shipment occurs.

representation or other matter set forth within these Terms and Conditions of Auction or otherwise. 
In the event of a claim, Bidder agrees that such rights and privileges conferred therein are strictly 
construed as specifically declared herein; e.g., authenticity, typographical error, etc. and are the 
exclusive remedy. Bidder, by non-compliance to these express terms of a granted remedy, shall waive 
any claim against Auctioneer. 

44. Notice: Some Property sold by Auctioneer are inherently dangerous e.g. firearms, cannons, and 
small items that may be swallowed or ingested or may have latent defects all of which may cause 
harm to a person. Purchaser accepts all risk of loss or damage from its purchase of these items and 
Auctioneer disclaims any liability whether under contract or tort for damages and losses, direct or 
inconsequential, and expressly disclaims any warranty as to safety or usage of any lot sold.
